ae last man whom General SHERIDAN has un- 

horsed and sent “‘ whirling” is Governor WELLS, 
of Louisiana. It was a bold raid to undertake, but 
that officer is accustomed to conquer by the very au- 
daity of his attack, and we should not be astonished 
to find this feat turn out triumphantly. Atall events, 
General SHERIDAN deserves, and will get, the grati- 
tade of most of the good citizens of Louisiana for de- 
posing Governor WELLS, who is a poor stick at best, 
and an annoyingly crooked one at that, and appoint- 
ing in his stead Tuos. J. Durant, a man both able 
and loyal, and above trickery or factious opposition. 

The legal right of General SHERIDAN to remove 
We11s.and appoint DuRANT is beyond question, be- 
cause the law of Congress has made the military com- 
mander the highest officer in his District, and all civil 
officers are but his aids and subordinates. Nor is 
there much less deubt about the expediency of this 
present exercise of that right. The‘official order of 
removal simply declares Mr. WELLS to have made 
himself “‘ an impediment to the faithful execution of 
“the act of Congress of March 2, 1867.” This is 
the sum and substance of his offending, the “‘ imped- 
“ing the General in command.’’ But this brief text, 
terse almost to humor, is illustrated by other docu- 
ments, which reveal the whole story. One of the 
best acts of General SHERIDAN in Louisiana was the 
dissolving of the old Levee Board, which, being se- 
cession in feeling, was trying hard to spend four mil- 
lion dollars of State appropriations in accordance with 
its private sympathies. Governor WELLS, who is a 
mere politician, then appointed, in a monstrous usur- 
pation of power, a new Board, openly acknowledging 
that his object was to disburse the four millions in the 
interest of his own party at the polls. At once, also, 
a long legal dispute about handing over papers arose 
between the two Boards, and, meanwhile, the State 
was under water and the people crying for instant suc- 
cor. As promptly as he had dissolved the old Board 
for disloyalty, SHERIDAN dissolved the new one for 
dishonesty. He was then going ahead to work out 
the Test of the problem, when Governor WELLS, 
turning to Washington, whither all civilians in such 
plight turn, intrigued there, and got an order from 
the PresipEnr revoking SHERIDAN’S order dissolving 
the Wztits Board. Whereupon, Pur. SHERIDAN 
aswered this stroke with a coup de grace, and, just 
bd WELs was chuckling over his own strategy, off 
Went his official head ; for SHERIDAN had resolved to 

an issue whether he or this politician was the 
man to rule in Louisiana under martial law. 

On the very day that Secretary STANTON demanded 
of SHERIDAN his “‘ reason why,’ as we have said, 
that officer turned Governor WELLS’ momentary tri- 
uuph into chagrin by displacing him; but he wrote 
promptly to Washington the facts we have just

We11s in good, strong, old-fashioned Saxon; as 
ou readers know, SHERIDAN is wont to be direct in 





speech, his words flying straight at the butt, without 
periphrasis or pause. Ecce signum: ‘‘I say now un- 
‘* equivocally that Governor WELLS is a political 
“trickster and a disunionist.”” Again, he ‘‘ turned 
** out all the Union men,’’ and put in their places 


70 | ** Rebel soldiers, some of whom had not doffed the 


“gray uniform.’ Again, during the bloody July 
riot, he “ skulked away where I could not find him to 
‘* sive him a guard, instead of coming out as a manly 
‘*representative of the State.” In fine, SHERIDAN 
declares that Mr. WeExxs’ “‘ conduct has been as sin- 
‘* uous as the mark left in the dust by the movement 
“ofa snake. I say again that he is dishonest.” 
There is no chance to interpret this language in any 
Pickwickian sense, and it may be considered, there- 
fore, as the token of a war a‘ Toutrance, in which 
either WELLS or SHERIDAN must go down. Let us 
trust it will not be the straightforward soldier. 








Tue late charge of Lord Chief Justice CocKBURN 
to the Grand Jury of the Old Bailey, who considered 
the indictments against Colonel NELSON and Lieuten- 
ant BRAND for the murder of GorDoN and his friends 
in the Jamaica insurrection, is everywhere hailed as a 
masterpiece of legal learning and logic. Whether 
this eulogium be deserved or not, the fact remains 
that the Grand Jury for whom it was framed, and to 
whom it was pronounced in a six: hours’ delivery, re- 
fused to find a true bill against NELSON and BRAND, 
as a Grand Jury refused also to find one against the 
notorious Eyre. Now, as the admirers of the Lord 
Chief Justice’s charge consider that his object was to 
convince the jury that the execution of GORDON was 
not only illégal, but indictable as murder, they must 
regret that the charge failed of its object. Indeed, it 
seems to us that, clear, strong, and eloquent as is this 
masterly charge, it expends the volume of its force on 
generalities, where a less sweeping denunciation would 
be desirable, and becomes more cautious on the cases 
in hand, where boldness and singleness of aim were 
most needed. 

Thus, for example, the Lord Chief Justice declared 
that ‘‘the blood from the stones of Jamaica would 
“* ory out for vengeance,’’ and took the highest ground, 
perhaps, ever yet essayed by any English jurist against 
any resort to martial law; yet, in the practical appli- 
cation of his doctrine, he said this : 

Others thought it right to adopt any measures to suppress an insur- 
rection, the consequences of which might have been too horrible to 
relate. He should be sorry not to do full justice to an absent man, 
and he therefore expressed his belief that there were circumstances 
which made it a case calling for the application of martial law if ever 
there wasone. He implored the jury to throw aside any opinions 
they might have formed on the case. The sole question was whether 
there was jurisdiction to proclaim martial law; and if so, was that 
law honestly carried out. 

The Grand Jury, as jurymen grand or petty will, 
seemed to ignore the vigorgus body of the charge for 
the saving clauses at the end. And, whereas the 
main scope and purpose of the Chief Justice was to 
inveigh against the usurpations of martial law, the 
few guarded expressions at the end, doubtless inserted 
that the charge might preserve a judicial candor, were 
those the jury seemed to have fastened upon. In 
first taking strong ground against the existence of any 
necessity for martial law, and then saying that there 
were circumstances which made it ‘‘ a case calling for 
‘the application of martial law, if ever there was 
‘* one,” the Chief Justice seems to have afforded the 
jury opportunity for disagreeing with his own well- 
matured convictions. It is clear enough that martial 
law is to be endured only in very'rare cases, but are 
there not instances requiring its intervention, as when 





civil courts are silent and powerless, and rebellion has 
already got such headway that nothing else can for 
the moment take its place? On the other hand, the 
ery of horror which burst out against Governor Eyre 
and the troops arose, not from the cruelty, but from 
the lack of necessity, in the intervention of martial 
law in Jamaica. The belief of those who detest the 
judicial murder of GoRDON is that the facts did. not 
warrant the summary procedure, and that, if properly 
tried, as he might have been, he would not have been 
executed. Hence, in a word, instead’ of putting the 
case that martial law is a monstrosity, to be utterly 
overthrown, but, if allowed, this was a justifiable em- 
ployment of it, it would have had more effect to rep- 
resent that martial law was a recognizable but abnor- 
mal form of administering justice, only so rarely to 
be used that the present was not a justifiable employ- 
ment of it. We must suppose, however, to account 
for his method of putting the case, that the Lord 
Chief Justice shrank from seeming to usurp the fune- 
tions of the Grand Jury. 








Emutovs of the part Lord Stantety has so felici- 
tously played in Europe, and provoked by the best 
intentions in the world, Secretary Szwarp has lately 
proffered the friendly mediation of the United States 
in all the national quarrels now going on in the West- 
ern Hemisphere. As we approved of this pacific aim 
on the part of our well-meaning Premier, we regret 
to find that he is in the position of an unsuccessful 
litterateur, whose contributions are “ declined with 
‘‘thanks.”” From the Brazils, by way of London, 
we are told that Don Pepro declines Mr. Sewarp’s 
proposition to mediate for the purpose of restoring 
peace on the La Plata, ‘‘ with thanks for the kind 
“ offer.” The Argentine Republic also respectfully 
declines our intervention; so, also, does Paraguay. 
In Mexico, Secretary Sewarp’s humane intervention 
in behalf of MaxmmiLIan and his many officers, to 
save another butchery, has been as politely and coolly 
declined. Secretary Teyapa’s letter to Mr. Camp- 
BELL intimates that JUAREZ and his Cabinet will do 
as they please about their captives, ‘‘ hoping to con-' 
** tinue to have the sympathies of the people and the 
“Government of the United States.” In like man- 
ner, Mr. SEWARD’s proposition for a Peace Congress 
at Washington (resembling that of London), repre- 
senting Spain, Chili, Peru, Ecuador and Bolivia, to 
decide the dispute betwixt Spain and the South Amer- 
ican republics, has been formally declined by Peru 
Finally, Chili has taken the same ground, so that, 
just now, our country has lately endured ‘‘ rejected 
“* addresses” from six countries—Mexico, Brazil, the 
Argentine Provinces, Paraguay, Chili and Peru—not 
to speak of Spain, Ecuador and Bolivia, who will 
either follow suit as politely, or else not notice our 
advances at all. 

However, no hurt is done so far. If these coun- 
tries can get along without us, we can get along with- 
out them. The only circumstance of chagrin is that, 
from so many quarters within a week, should come 
polite refusals of overtures. We have hitherto fan- 
cied that we controlled the hemisphere; but we find 
ourselves something in the position of Mr. Lincoin, 
when he had “‘no influence with this Administra- 


tion. , 


Me. Rzzp’s lastest plans for heavily armored and heavily 
armed frigates for the British navy are described as remark- 
able.

the powers of justices of a county or police magistrates of 
a city, and will be governed in the discharge of their 
duties by thé laws of Virginia so far as the same are not 
in conflict with the laws of the United States or orders 


issued from these Headquarters. 
The Military Commnlesioatien will make a prompt report 


to these Headquarters of each case of which ‘they may 
take jurisdiction, and the disposition made of each case. 
Where parties are held for trial, either in confinement or 
under bail, such full statement will be made of the facts in 
each case as,will enable the Commanding General to decide 
whether the case shall be tried by a military commission 
or be brought before the civil court. 

Trial by the civil courts eg me a 
where there is satisfactory reason to believe that justice 
will be done. But until the orders of the Commanding 
General are made known in any case, the paramount juris- 
diction assumed by the Military Commissioner will 
exclusive. 

All persons, civil officers and others, are required to obey 
and execute the lawful orders of the Military Commis- 
sioners to the same extent as they are required by law to 
obey and execute writs issued by civil magistates. Any 
person who shall disobey or resist the lawful orders or 
authority of a military commissioner shall be tried by a 
military commission, and upon conviction shall be punished 
by fine and imprisonment according to the nature and 
degree of the offence. 

This order will not be construed to excuse civil officers 
in any degree from the faithful di of their duties. 
It is intended to aid the civil authorities, and not to super- 
sede them, except in cases of necessity.

WEST POINT. 

Tue annual examination at West Point commenced on 
last Monday, and will be continued during this week and 
next until completed. As this is the first examination 
which has taken place since the control of the Academy 
has been transferred from the Engineers to the War De- 
partment, the report of the present Board of Visitors will 
be looked for with more than ordinary interest. 

Brevet Brigadier-General Tuomas G. Prrcuer, the 
present Superintendent of the Academy, has shown him- 
self a sound practical man, and while he has kept the 
standard in studies and discipline as high as ever, he has 
at the same time done much to make the officers more 
comfortable. Under his direction three new sets of officers’ 
quarters have been built; many trees have been planted 
and roads graded, and many other things done for the 
beautifying of the post. An improvement has also been 
made in the manner of messing the cadets, who are now 
better fed than they have been for some time. 

Among the changes that have been nfade is the building 
of a new mortar battery. The old mortar battery was 
located on the plain, and had a range of only some 300 
yards, firing into Fort Clinton, one of the remaining re- 
lics of revolutionary times. The new mortar battery is 
an extension of the old siege battery, and is located mid- 
way between Roe’s Hotel and Trophy Point, firing ina 
northerly direction, with a range of over 1,000 yards. This 
battery is composed of 8 and 10-inch mortars. 

The old sea-coast battery has been torn down, and re- 
placed by a barbette battery with new masonry, and now 
mounts one 15-inch gun, a 300-pounder [’arrot, and other 
guns of the heaviest calibre. A 15-inch. mortar has also 
been placed in position in it. 

Although the examination proper did not commence 
until Monday, the formal reception of the Board of Visit- 
ors took place on Saturday, the 1st inst. The Board for 
1867 is composed of the following-named gentlemen:

A VISIT TO GETTYSBURG. 


Hap no battle ever been fought at Gettysburg, much 
ss the greatest battle of modern times, this respectable 
substantial town or borough and its environs would 
tilbe well worthy a visit from its intrinsic beauties. 
While the soldier and military critic seeks this locality as 
hechecker board on which was played one of those games 
of war in which the stakes were the fate of nations and of 
human progress, the happiness of millions, and the hope of 
thefature for freedom, the tourist will find in this centre 
of Adams County a field for contemplation as remarkable 
whe can desire.* 

To follow or understand clearly the tactics and results of 

jons, a visit to the battle-field is indispensable, 
Walker's large painting, when finished, will give an ac- 
crate and vivid panoramic view of the field. Even in its 
wfinished condition, such is its accuracy that from a bend 
inthe road the writer recognized the field from the studies 
vhich he had seen in Walker’s studio. 

It has been stated that Lee looked upon Gettysburg as 
sculminating strategical point of the greatest importance, 
sem before that campaign of 1863—a campaign which 
proved what wise heads thought of it when he undertook 
it, Vig: that it was the last desperate throw of a gambler 
wnvineed that his hopes of success are no longer within 
thescope of skill and probabilities, but dependent entirely 
won chance and the remotest possibilities, which lie in the 
und of that fickle god supposed to take an interest in the 
fite of his reckless votaries. Pleasonton, one of the Union 
gaerals, also testified that, having studied the country 
b evage OF he regarded Gettysburg as the only point 
vhere the decisive battle would be fought (Rept. Com. 
Oud. War, 1865, 1, 359).

The Rebels fol- 
lowed this last road very often in their raids, and withdrew 
their trains and wounded upon it after the'great battles of 
Jaly Ist, 2d, 3d. 

Along all these roads the saddest mementoes of the gi- 
gantic struggle are still visible in the scattered graves in the 
adjacent fields. Another year. however, obliterate 
all traces of where so many Rebel leaders and followers 
lay buried. In very few cases the graves are respected, but, 
as a general thing, the ground is cultivated without regard 
to the remains of the misguided men who lie beneath it. 

From an elevation—I speak from personal knowledge— 
just below the Monterey House, on the summit of the South 

ountain, but at the commencement of the déscent to the 
East, about 16 miles from Gettysburg, the view of the flat- 
lands extending toward the Susqueli as far as the 
eye can reach, is magnificent in the extreme, but pecu- 
liarly so from the manner in which it opens out through 
and from the ravine. I have seen few views in Italy which 
exceed it in romantic beauty. The spires of Gettysburg, 
Culps Hill, and the Round Tops are distinctly visible. A 
little farther down the valley the interest of the picture is 
heightened by the fact that it is divided into two grand 
On the top otf this hill, or an 
adjacent height, a number of the Rebel officers lingered, 
after their troops had passed on, to watch the movements 
of the Union forces (which should have pressed their re- 
treat), on the roads in the valley below, distinctly visible 
to the naked eye. 

On the pike to Chambersburg, by which Lee’s troops 
crossed the South Mountain from the Cumberland Valley 
into the rolling lowlands of Adams County, about ten 
miles from Gettysburg and two miles west of Cashtown, a 
peculiar hill or Round Top lifts itself, known as Cashtown 
Prospect or the Widow Brugh’s Hill. Upon this lofty 
spur or promontory the Rebel officers took their stand, and 
thence could discern distinctly the movements of men and 
vehicles in the streets of Gettysburg. At the season I was 
there, before the trees were in leaf, the movements of 
troops could have been followed, wherever they were not 
concealed by the undulations of the ground, on all the 
roads leading into Gettysburg. In the Summer time the 
foliage conceals much more, it is true, but from the tree- 
tops on the east point of this abrupt hill it is wonderful 
how much can still be discerned toward the battle-field. 

Between Cashtown and Gettysburg the turnpike crosses 
Marsh Creek and Willoughby’s Run. In the woods along 
the former "s brigade of Heath’s division of Hill’s corps 
(so suddenly:shocked by Buford early on the 30th of June), 
hid themselves and tried to draw, but without success, that 
wary soldier into their toils. On the road rising from 
Willoughby’s Run occurred the principal fighting of the 
main battle of the 1st. The summit of this swell is crowned 
by the Theological Institute, and thence is known as, Sem- 
inary Ridge, but it is equally well known as Oak Ridge, 
from the beautiful oak woods which still cover the greater 
part of it. In a tongue of these woods, which shoots up 
from the main woods on Willoughby’s Run, a little south, 
abreast, and to the left of the Seminary, Reynolds was al- 
most instantly killed. He was shot through the back of 
the neck while cheering on the Nineteenth Indiana, and 
looking toward the rear to see if any troops were coming 
up to support a charge hehad ledin person. Quite a large 
oak tree and an adjacent sapling, both marked with an R 
cut into the bark, indicate the spot where this gallant and 
able leader fell. 


On the right bank of the same river there are several 
fine medical springs. Of these one is very remarkable as it 
contains a large proportion of Lithia, most effective in the 
cure of gout, rheumatism and gravel. Such springs are 
very rare—but few have been discovered either in Europe or 
inthis country. This spring had only just come into general 
notice when the Rebellion broke out. Quite extensive build- 
ings had already been erected. These were burned by the 
Rebels July 1st, on the plea that our shapshooters had used 
them asa cover. A company has just been formed, or is 
now forming, to bottle and barrel the water which is be- 
coming noted for its cures. 

The famous position occupied by our troops during the 
operations of the 2d and 3d of July, lies just south 
of the town of Gettysburg. In fact, many ofits buildings are 
upon the ascent to i Ridge. At the foot of this 
Ridge the main south road trifurcates into the Baltimore 
pike, east, which climbs the Ridge ; the Taneytown road, 
which ran in the rear almost p with our main line, 
and the Emmetsburg road between the southern continua- 
tion, the left centre and left of the Union lines, and the 
Seminary or Oak Ridge, on which Lee established his bat- 
teries and lines. 

Any one who has ever studied the battle of Waterloo, or 
visited the field has been struck with the fact that ‘' the 
heights of La Belle Alliance, and Mont Saint Jean in some 
respects resemble our cemetery and seminary ridges, with 
the same gently undulating valley intervening ; but there 
the principal road runs at right angles, while here parallel, 
with the position.” Everett alluded to this resemblance 
while at Gettysburg, to deliver his dedicatory address. 

The Unicn position occupied a crest, which taken in its 
whule extent presents the figure of a Limerick fish-hook. 
At the end of the shank (to which the fish-line would be 
attached), the swell of the shank is exactly represented by 
the Round-tops. Cemetery Ridge proper (where now our 
National dead lie buried in the ground so eloquently con- 
secrated by those simple words of Lincoln, which are said 
to constitute the finest speech which ever fell from mortal 
lips), lies at the centre of the curve of the hook. The point 
of the hook is at Wolf's Hill, and the Culps Hill represents 
the barbs—it caught and tore and destroyed many Rebels.

Jutting out 
from Little Round Top, toward the East, is thrust forth 
that accumulation of syenite boulders, which, in certain 


inscription indicating where General Vincent fell, and the 
whole are stillstrewn with many of the wrecks of battle. 
The Eastern slope of the Round Tops sinks to a little 
stream or thread of water known as Plum Run. Beyond 
this is the Devils Den, even more remarkable than the 
Granite Spur. Within musket range of life and cultiva- 
tion, it is an absolute solitude which excites in the beholder 
a feeling of awe. No gorge of the wildest mountains is 
more striking in its romantic ities. Across this run 
Crawford's Division made their brilliant{charge. From the 
Devils Den the Rebel sharpshooters sped so may fatal bul- 
lets into our lines, and numerous shallow graves and even 
scattered bones mark the spot where they met with a just 
retribution. In one nook of the Den a vast mass 





of primitive rock recalls to the observer who has travelled 
in Italy, the idea of an enormous antique tassa of syenite 
hollowed by a Cyclopian chisel. Within its circular rim 
of dark syenite, the turf is unusually green and luxuriant. 

At the other extremity of our line Wolf's Hill and 
Culps Hill rise like forts to our right flank, to the height on 
an average of 175 feet. On Culps Hill our lines are still 
comparatively perfect, but the adjacent trees shattered, torn 
and often prostrated, were in many cases killed by the 
cannonade. These woods presenta very strange and deso- 
late aspect, and are the most marked mementoes of the 
battle which raged beneathand aroundthem. Tothe right, 
between Wolfs and Culps Hill, flows Rock Creek which 
at this point cannot be forded after heavy rains. It served 
as a natural wet ditch to our right. Along this creek many 
of the wounded were dsoveed, when the waters rose in 
consequence of the tremendous storm of rain after the 
battle. When fishermen, like those of Morat,in Switzer- 
land, drew the siene the next year, bones were mingled 
with the fish. 

‘As if to complete the defences of this natural entrenched 
camp, in the gorge of the irregular angle or redan, interme- 
diate between the Round Tops, distant one and three- 
eighth miles, and Wolf's, half to three-fourth miles ; Culps 
Hill, about one mile (Paine), Power’s Hill lifts itself which 
was occupied by our batteries to protect our trains parked 
around its base. As if to fulfil one of the first maxims of 
war and complete the demands of a first-class position, the 
utmost facilities were afforded for conveying supplies to 
different parts of our line by the Taneytown road and the 
Baltimore pike, both of which again were connected by 
transverse communications. The length of our lines, ac- 
cording to Elliott’s map, was about four miles, thus divi- 
ded: from Rock Creek and Culps Hill, right, to the Balti- 
more pike at the bifurcation of the Taneytown and 
Emmetsburg roads, one and three-fourth miles, and thence 
to the left on Big Round Top, two and three-fourth miles. 

The Rebel leader, ensconced on the cupola of Pennsyl- 
vania College (under the protection of the hospital flag, 
which preserved it from hostile shots), was doubtless as much 
deceived as to the weak spot on the right of our line as he 
was in regard to the formation of the ground occupied by 
our left-centre, where Pickett was “put it.” Here the 
ground fades gradually from the crest (where the rock 
crops out in a very singular manner, crowned by the 
famous stone wall where General Webb so distin, 
himself ), down toward the Emmetsburg road, like 
of a glacis, until it commences to rise , from Stevens 
Run (if run it be at all in Summer), to Oak Ridge. Thus 
it will be seen our redan, or hook, or horse-shoe, ss the

Whittemore, Esq, Connecti- 
cut. The Board’ of Visitors were comfortably lodged in- 
side the Academy grounds. By the 2lst of May all the 
members had arrived: and the following is the programme 
of the examination. 

On the 2lst the Board in company with Vice Admiral 
Porter, Superintendent of the Naval Academy, made an 
inspection of the ships at the Academy, which consist of 
the Marion, Constitution, Macedomian, Santee, Tonawanda 
(monitor), and America (wacht). 

The Constitution is still used as a school-ship for the mid- 
shipmen to live in, in the absence of proper quarters. She 
was jfound to be in complete order inside and out, and 
properly fitted and equipped for the instruction of the mid- 
shipmen of the fourth , in practical seamanship, which 
consists in exercises with masts, yards and sails, and knotting, 
splicing and strapping blocks, Formerly the fourth class 
messed on the berth deck of the Constitution, and had to eat 
their meals by gaslight, which is introduced on board, but 
Admiral Porter, finding that this affected the health and 
comfort of the midshipmen, transferred the eating depart- 
ment to a commodious mess-hall, on the deck, which is on 
the same scale as the one where the senior classes mess. 
Lieutenant-Commander Thomas H. Eastman, has charge of 
the Constitution, and keeps everything in good order. 

The next vessel visited was the Santee, the gunnery ship 
of the institution, and one of the finest looking frigates in 
the Navy. Formerly gunnery was taught at the battery, 
or “Old Fort Severn,’ which mounted twelve guns, and 
was covered in to protect the midshipmen. It was a poor 
place for the practice of gunnery, and the Santce was fitted 
up to show the midshipmen how gunnery should be 
practiced on shipboard. The Santee mounts fifty-four 32— 
pounders. All those on the spar deck are of the new pat- 
tern with iron carri while those on the gun-deck ate 
of the old pattern with wooden truck carriages, the spirket- 
ing being too high for the new pattern carriage. It is hoped 
yet to be able to overcome this difficulty, and in the covurse 
of time to have a set of gun carriages built on purpose. 

The Santee is a most perfect representation of a vessel of 
war in all her different departments, so that the midship- 
men may learn from the start how a ship should look in 

respects. On board this vessel everything is in place 
for fighting; the most trifling thing is not neglected. Her

Half of , 
latter are used for running the engine, while the other hay 
are lit up with gas, showing all the different arrangement, 
of tubes, braces, grate bars, bridges, etc., etc. Any one 
who can’t understand the construction of boil 
seeing these, need not make any further attempts to lean, 
On the lower floor of the steam building, beside the Maring 
engine and boilers, are the following departments, whep 
appropriate subjects are taught, viz.: heat, chemistry forge 
shop, work shop, etc. Here all the machinery . 
for the repairs of engines is in operation on a m 
scale, and here the cadet engineers learn the use of togh, 
This machinery was all captured at Richmond at the 
close of the Rebellion, and was sent to the Naval Academy 
when the large steam engine was put up. 

In one room is a beautiful steam fire-engine, constructej 
forthe Academy. Above the marine steam-engine (which 
is surrounded with a gallery, where the midshipmen ay 
stand while the instruction is going on), are the recitation 
rooms, workshop, drawing-room, and models. 

The entrance to the steam building is a large room 
ported by polished iron pillars, where the drawings of 
different classes are spread out. The whole building is aj. 
mirably suited for the purpose intended, and is in excellegt 
order throughout. 

The model-room of ships was next inspected. Thi 
apartment contains the models of all the different vessel 
that have been built or are now building in the Navy, in. 
cluding clippers and other vessels. ‘The old class of vemds 
of war and vessels captured from the Rebels are also 
sented, together with some fine models of old French ship, 
which were distinguished in their day for their sailing 
qualities. The old ships, in the opinion of Navy office, 
compare favorably with the new class of vessels inow 
Navy, which are not favorites with officers generally. Thi 
model-room contains many other interesting things cm. 
nected with the instruction of midshipmen, among which 
may be enumerated the following: full-rigged ships, om. 
plete in all their details; a ship showing the manner a 
raising shears and getting in masts; all the blocks used on 
shipboard, all the thimbles used, wire-rope of all sizes; 
different kinds of boats used in the Navy ; various kinds of 
rams ; @ representation, on a small scale, of all the pu 
chases used on shipboard ; also all kinds of anchors, chain 
stoppers, etc., etc. This department is under the chap 
of Lieutenant-Commander Meade. 

The Gunnery Department was next visited. Hereist 
be found all that is used or known in gunnery, fromth 
smallest grain of gunpowder to the model of the largest gu 
used in the Navy. The room is filled with all kindsd 
appliances used in the Ordnance Department of the Navy, 
including beautiful models of guns in brass and steel, from 
@ 12-pounder howitzer toa 15-inch gun. There are her 
innumerable kinds of torpedoes invented by the Rebelsa 
by ourselves, and galvanic apparatus, showing the methal 
of exploding them when ready to destroy a vessel. Hug 
on the walls may be seen all the instruments for testing 
guns, the different kinds of fuses used, all the breech-loaé- 
ing rifles, and drawings representing the manner of met 
uring the velocity of shot and shell. ‘There are alss 
number of raised plans of field fortifications, and a beauti 
ful plan of the works at Sebastopol presented by Mr. Fos, 
late Assistant Secretary of the Navy. ‘This room is com 
plete in all its details, and there is nothing wanting 
instruct the midshipmen in this important branch of thei 
profession. The Gunnery Department is under the dire- 
tion of Lieutenant-Commander M. Sicard, 

‘The mess-room for the first, second and ihird classes ™# 
then examined and the mess arrangements were all pt 
nounced most satisfactory, indeed, nothing could be clesnet 
or better arranged in every respect. Below this are tht 
kitchen, washing department (where the midshipme! 
clothes are washed and mended), and bakery, where tht 
best of bread is made. 

Finally the Board of Visitors examined the exteriors d 
the various buildings. Many of them werep ¢ 
unsafe and inadequate for the comfortable acco 
of the midshipmen, and it is likely they will all betom 
down and new ones erected. ; 
The grounds of the Academy were found to be® 
beautiful order, and all traces of the ravages 
army occupation during the war have disap 
Water pipes have been laid all over the grounds, ssf 
several pretty fountains are placed where they help ¥ 
beautify the scene, and cool the air with their refreshing 
jets.

Having in my possession an object of historic interest connected 
with an event that shed so much lustre on our country, it affords me 

t pleasure to place it in the custody of the faculty of the Boston 


aval Library and Institute. It is a bust—the figure-head of the 
General Armstrong. 

The morning eher the extraordinary victory of Captain Reid, offi- 
cers and men, over the thirteen boats manned from the Plantaganet, 
Rata, and Carnation, having had their baggage and stores landed, 
a nine pounder was discharged down her main hatchway, and she 
was abandoned. The water was so shallow that all above deck was 
out of water. 

The Carnation brig of war had been brought close in, and was 
firing grape-shot at the Armstrong, when the boatswain of that vessel, 
a herculean figure, deliberately walked down (with his mate) to the 
beach opposite to where the vessel was stranded, and declared that 
the enemy should not have the figure-head. He came provided with 
a hatchet, swam off to the vessel (about fifteen feet), got on board, 
cut off the head and brought it on shore. While he was doing it, the 
mate waited on the beach, somewhat screened from the shot by the 
hull of the vessel. On their return, when running along the 
to where I was (protected by an angle of the fort), with many others 
who had been watching them, the mate was seen to as if mortall 
wounded. I immediately sent two men to convey him to the hospital, 
where it was ascertained that a grape-shot had cut the muscular part 
of one of his arms and another had taken off a part of the of 
one of his legs. Both severe wounds, but not dangerous. 

The bust was placed over one of my father’s gates, and on all sub- 
sequent Fourth’s of July it has been decora’ with flowers. The 
religious sentiment predominates here: after the installation of the 
bust, the lower class inferred that as we had but one great holiday 
it must be the representative of the corresponding saint, and our 
domestics, intuitively, assumed the demonstrations of our 5 
Actuated by a vain-glorious feeling, the object has been left out in 
the cold toolong. It has been subjected to some severe surgical 
operations evidently performed by ‘‘ charlatans ’’ unworthy of their 
profession. Confession and repentance are great extenuators; may 
they screen me from the censure I deserve ; and may those on whom 
will devolve the future care not have occasion to make such mortify- 
ing avowals.

CORRESPONDENCE. 


YACHTING, AND THE VOYAGE OF THE VESTA. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal. 


Str :—In accordance with your request, I send you 
this brief resumé of the log of the schooner yacht Vesta, 
one of the competitors in the memorable ocean race, on 
her homeward run across the Atlantic. The gallant little 
vessel is once more safe and sound in her native waters, 
her return passage being one of the most tempestuous, her 
captain says, he ever experienced. I am particularly grati- 
fied to give you this, for the reason that there are numbers of 
accomplished yachtsmen who insist upon doubting the 
strength and safety of centre-board vessels in heavy 
weather; and I cannot help thinking that, after having 
read the captain’s log in the Herald of May 31st, which 
tells how bravely and successfully she battled with mon- 
ster seas and heavy head gales—if they will then take the 
trouble to pay her a visit and see how few scars she bears 
from the conflict, they will be somewhat convinced that 
their ideas are a trifle erroneous. 

The Vesta left Cowes, England, on the evening of the 
26th of April, in charge of Captain Andrew Low, and a 
crew of only siz men, and arrived off the Battery on the 
night of the 28th of May. She.has been driven right into 
the teeth of heavy head gales ever since she started, and 
has beaten all the vessels, large and small, that left in com- 
pany with her, and séveral that sailed from five to ten 
days prior to her own departure. : 

I will merely give you a few quotations from Captain 
Low’s private journal, which will convey some informa- 
tion not embodied in the published log: 

The Captain writes as follows for the first day: ‘ April 26th (Fri- 
day) sea-account. Comes in with calm and cloudy weather. At 2% 
p. M. light airs from the eastward. Got under way in company with 
fifty sail of vessels and proceeded down the Solent. As we were just 
filling away, the schooner-yacht Georgianna went past us with all 
sails set, bound for Queenstown ; said to be one of the fastest yachts 
in the Royal Yacht Squadron. At 3% Pp. m. (one hour afterward) we 
came up with and passed her. The peopleon board of her looked 
much surprised and astonished, as well as our own pilot, who did not 
think we could evertake her. At sunset she was hull down astern.

Let me particularly invite your attention to the cl 
words of the Vesta’s captain: “One continued head win 
the entire passage.” May not the time she occupied re- 
crossing the Atlantic (thirty-two days) be considered 
therefore as very excellent, when we recollect the heavy 
weather she to brave, her homeward trip being a 
steady fight with winds and waves, and her peril much 
greater than she encountered on the outward race? There 
the wind was always fair—here it was always dead ahead. 
The ship Rhine, which left London some time before her, 
has not yet arrived, and the ship American Congress, which 
left England on the 13th of April, thirteen days before the 
Vesta, only reached this city on the 23d of May—the Vesta 
thus beating her time eight days. The ship Chancellor, from 
Liverpool, arrived on the 31st, after a forty days’ passage, 
and a Bremen bark was thirty-seven days from the same 
port. The ship General Windham was forty-two days com- 
ing from Liverpool, arriving on the evening of the 3lst 


The fine ship Adelaide, which left England on the day be- 
fore the Vestd left, only arrived here yesterday, June 2d! 
This yacht of 200 tons, then, has beaten all the vessels which 
sailed at or near the game time with her, and has gained a 
new triumph and fresh laurels. Her largest run in one 
day, coming home, was a little over 275 miles—the wind 
decreasing during the latter portion of the day so much 
that she did not maintain her speed. The most her cap- 
tain logged her was fourteen and a half knots, the sea 
being very heavy at the time. (In smooth water, in the 
Sound, she has been logged over fifteen knots an hour.) 

Her centre-board has been down almost constantly ever since she 
left the English Channel, a portion of the time to nearly its entire 
length. Captain Low has taken great care of her, and with the ex- 
ception of the rust on her chains and iron work about her bows, she 
scarcely bears a mark of the long and perilous flight she has taken. 
Indeed, I think to her accomplished captain and navigator the great- 
est praise is due for the very energetic and seamanlike manner in 
which he handled his little vessel throughout the entire passage. He 
had difficulties to contend against that would have disheartened man 
men. His crew were timid, and not inclined to work ; his mate o’ 
duty a great portion of the passage, and he himself compelled to 
shoulder a burden which was by no means an enviable one, « ften 
placing him in critical situations. Yet he never flinched, and has 
now had the gratification to see his exhibition of pluck and skill re- 
warded with the brightest success. I the pleasure of crossing in 
the Vesta in the ocean race, and although we met some heavy weather 
and an angry gale or two on that interesting octasion, we must now 
yield gracetully the palm, and acknowledge ourselves beaten, as far 
as our experience of heavy weather is concerned, by Captain Lowand 
the Vesta in their battles with the winds and waves on her home- 
ward track. Oaptain Low says, of allthe many trips he has made 
across the Atlantic, this was the most stormy he ever remembers.

no attraction, deprived, as it is, of the splendor &. parade 
of the armies of European countries. The failure of the 
different State militia establishments is owing to almost 
similar causes. The minds of our people are so occupied 
and engrossed with the demands of their various professions, 
occupations, and employments, that it becomes impossible 
under our form of government to compel them to 
military duty. A careful examination of the “ Militia or 
Military Laws” of the various States will show that while 
the laws in general provide that a large portion of the 
adult male population shall be enrolled and subject to 
military exercise and instruction, while ample and ex- 
haustive provisions are made to meet all possible emergen- 
cies and circumstances there will always be found clauses 
in these various laws, providing that if an enrolled citizen 
pays a fine, generally, if not always, nominal, he will be 
exempted from military duty, clauses which render 
these laws particularly useless and worthless. The 
reason such clauses are inserted is because the mem- 
bers of the various State legislatures are well aware that if 
they should enact, and the State executives should attempt 
toenforce, the laws without such methods of exemption, 
the people would see that were elected who 
would with their views on this subject. In many 
of the States, while they have more than sufficient militia 
ge.erals and staff officers, there are ome In a few 
of our large cities there are regiments of uniformed militia, 
but many of such regiments are inefficient, owing to the 
smallness of their number, and in some cases the ineffi- 
ciency and inexperience of their officers ; attention and in- 
dustry may, however, remedy these defects. It is apparent, 
then, owing to the facts already stated, that the only 
cheap, profitable, and sensible way to protect the country 
and carry on military operations in time of war, is to have 
a Well-disciplined, well-drilled, and well-officered standing 
army, not merely to have such a one on paper, in the laws 
of the country, and in the imagination of fhe credulous, 
but to have an army which meets the requirements of the 
laws already supposed to be in force. The costly experience 
of our late war should have taught the country the lesson, 
not so soon to be forgotten, a well-disciplined and 
effective army is cheaper in the end, than to leave the de- 


ill disciplined volunteers, who, notwithstanding their 
bravery and intelligence, can only be converted into sol- 
diers when their political officers, finding that the business 
of war is more dangerous than profitable, return home. 
A a ae in this country, in order to be efficient 
and have its ranks filled with an intelligent and soldierly 
class of men, needs that the system of inspection prescribed 
by law, should be rigidly and honestly enforced, liberal 
and regular pay for both officers and enlisted men, a care- 
ful system of recruiting, a strict enforcement of those parts 
of the Army Regulations ng the employment of en- 
listed men, otherwise than on military duty, the violation 
+ of which is a cause of the great desertion constantly going 
on, a fair and impartial observance of the laws relating to 
the promotion of enlisted men for merit, and after a 
thorough examination laws which were passed to fa- 
cilitate Fecruiting and raise the standard of recruits, but, 
owing to its gross and impolitic abuse, have had the con- 
trary effect. We do not need new laws, but merely a 
faithful and honest execution of those already in force. If 
they are carried out, we will never again see such a spec- 
taclefjas we haveso recently witnessed—a nation compelled 
to teach its officers and soldiers the rudiments of military 
art and science, while engaged in a desperate and terrible 
struggle, a colossal debt—national, Stata and county—run 
up in the short space of four years.

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REFORM IN ENGLAND.

e public attention in England, therefore, begins every 
day to be more and more turned from the question of re- 
form to the questions with which a reformed Parliament 
will be expected to deal, and they are now cropping up in 
the present Parliament with ominous frequency. Fore- 
most among these is the condition of the army. Recruits 
are every year getting scarcer and searcer, and it is gener- 
ally acknowledged that the force is inferior to every other 
in Europe in every element of efficiency except courage. 
The rank and file are drawn from the dregs of the popula- 
pow and the oo are selected ~ ea | upper classes, 
un no iminary training, and purchase their pro- 
ao — The reformers ask first of all for the abolition of 
flogging, and have succeeded after a hard fight in the 
present Parliament in having fifty made the maximum 
number of lashes, and the punishment itself restricted to 
two or three of the worst offenses. In the reformed Par- 
liament it will probably be struck from the Mutiny act 
without delay. 

Next comes the mode of appointing and promoting the 
officers, and this is a political even more than a military 
question. Thekind of army the Liberals want is a middle- 
class army, like the first standing army which existed in 
England—that of Cromwell—an army in which the ranks 
were filled by young farmers, shopkeepers, and mechanics, 
and the officers were men who won their grades in the or- 
dinary way, by courage or skill, or both. This was the 
kind of army by which the Parliament won its battles, and 
which the Protector brought to a degree of perfection in 
drill, discipline, and armament never witnessed previously 
in E except among the Spaniards. It was, of course, 
disbanded at the Restoration, and the foundation of the 

t military regime was then laid. The new army was 
officered by “ gentlemen,” country squires, or their sons, 
and the ranks were filled by their serving men, dependents, 
and lewd fellows of the baser sort from the great towns; 
and to keep this blac crew in order, discipline of 
i severity was resorted to: flogging with “the 
cat,” the number of es being left to the discretion of 
the courts-martial, was instituted; the drill and internal 
economy of the regiment were committed in a great meas- 
ure to non-commissioned officers, and a line of demar- 
cation was drawn between the officers and men such as has 
never been seen in any other country. As all places in 
the government service were then saleable, military com- 
missions became saleable too; and although William IIL, 
who was horrified by the practice, made a desperate effort 
to abolish it, it was too powerful for him, and has survived 
to this day. 

At that time also, and in the <a circumstances, 
originated the idea which to this hour is the foundation of the 
English military system—that the army is not a profession, 
requiring a man’s sole and undivided attention, but what 
may be called “a light occupation” for men of some 
fortune and leisure, in which they will enjoy select society 
of their own set, and not be required to sink their gentle- 
manhood in “‘ the shop.” The rate of pay and the mode 
of life have all been in accordance with the theory, 
and even promotion has made a matter of purchase, 
the richest men rising invariably to the highest regimental 
positions. ‘That the British army has acquitted itself as 
well as it has done is, perhsps, one of the most wonderful 
proofs in existence of the great qualities of the race; but, 
as must be —— its great exploits are actually cited by 
some of the Tory orators as proofs of the value of the pur- 
chase —, just as so many other abuses have been de- 
fended, by mere out how the nation has thriven in spite 
of them. To put the army still more completely into the 
pen of the oligarchy, too, another grand absurdity 

as been perpetrated, that of having it governed by a com- 
mander-in-chief, exempt from responsibility to Parliament, 
instead of a minister of war sitting in the House of Com- 
mons. There is aminister of war, it is true, but then the 
commander-in-chief is independent of him, and, within the 
limits of the }Mutiny act, may snap his fingers at him, and 
the commander-in-chief is always a man of aristocratic 
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Officers | connections and devoted to the existing system. If he 


showed the test taint of liberalism, the place would be 
made too hot for him, and yet not a word of it would get 
into the newspapers. The present incumbent is the Duke 
of Cambridge, who is usually referred to in the House of 
Commons as “ the illustrious Duke.”” He has been in one 
fight, Inkermann, in which he broke down, wept, and 
went home soon after a sadder and somewhat wiser man.

His remains were interred, before my arrival, on 
small island of Flamenco, near the anchorage, and can 
exhumed at a future date if his friends prefer it. ;

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‘THE MOBILE RIOT. 
GENERAL POPE'S REPORT. 


Heapqvarters Tarrp Mitrtary District, 
Grorcia, ALABAMA, AND Fiorina, 

Attanta, Ga., May 23, 1867. 
GenzRaL:—I have the honodr to transmit inclosed the 
rpport of Generals Swayne and Dunn, concerning the late 
riot in Mobile, Ala., as also the report of Colonel Shepherd, 
Fifteenth Infantry, commanding the post. You will not fail 
to notice some, though not important, discrepancies in these 
two reports. One thing is manifest, and that is, that the 
Mayor, Jones M. Withers, though everybody, and no 
doubt himself included, apprehended disturbance during 
Jadge Kelley's speech, instead of being present with the 
7 police force, and arrangements to keep the peace, 


“ went off to his house a mile and a half distant, because, 


probably he supposed the sentiments of the speaker would 
not be pleasant to him, and left the peace of the city in the 
hands of a Chief of Police, who either sympathized with 
the rioters or was wholly inefficient. It certainly is not to 
be attributed to the zeal or conduct of either of these func- 
tionaries, that, the riot did not assume formidable propor- 
tions. I have, therefore, removed both, not only because 
oftheir criminal misconduct on this occasion, but because 
there is not likely to be confidence of any security what- 
ever hereafter while they retain their offices. I have ap- 
inted Mr. Hoffman, a much-respected Union man of 
Ffobile, Mayor, and Colonel Dimon, formerly of the Army, 
but for the last year a citizen of Mobile, Chief of Police. 
I will remodel the entire police force, and probably change 
the Board of Aldermen in a few days. Colonel Dimon I 
know well personally, as he served a long time under my 
command, and while he is Chief of Police, I will guarantee 
that there will not be another riot in Mobile. The insti- 
of the riot or, rather, the most conspicious actor in 
it, is in confinement at Fort Gaines, and will be tried by 
Military Commission, The civil authorities released 
him on bail. Active measures are being taken to arrest 
the other parties concerned. Until the new city govern- 
ment is fully installed and in successful operation the 
military authorities will control the police of the city. I

COLONEL SHEPHERD'S REPORT. 


Heapquarters, Post or Mositz, } 
Monizz, Ala., May 17, 1867. 

Lieutenant J. A. Conyngham, A. A. A. General, District of Alabama. 
Sir:—I have the honor, very respectfully, to submit the 
following, relative to the disgraceful and criminal riot, re- 
sulting in murder, occurring in this city on the night of 
the 14th inst., when the Hon. Mr. Kelley, from Pennsyl- 
vania, addressed, for a few moments, the people of the city, 
at 9 r.m. The address, as begun and continued, was 
dignified, pointed, and calculated to arouse in the breasts 
of a free people feelings of pride and congratulation. 
While comparing the liberty ot the present with the past 
history six years ago of our country, and indeed of the 
world, and as the orator warmed into his theme, eliciting 
the applause of the large concourse of people, evidence of 
disturbance manifested itself in such a manner as to con- 
vince the speaker that there was an intention to silence 
him and put him down by a lot of men present for that 
object and no other. At this juncture the orator bid de- 
fiance to being silenced in free speech upon matters affect- 
ing the welfare of a free people, both white and colored, 
as against a recurrence of enslaved opinion and action ex- 
isting heretofore in this portion of our country, whereup- 
on a commotion began opposite the speaker’s stand, 
neatly across the street, between the Chief of Police and a 
man named David J. Tiles, notorious for violence in word 
and action, and who, while then scufiling with the Chief of 
Police, discharged his pistol in the direction of the speak- 
er's stand, which was occupied by friends, reporters of 
the press of this city and elsewhere, and the band of the 
Fifteenth Infantry, under charge of Lieutenant Johnson, 
Acting Adjutant. After the first shot, there seemed to be 
an interval of four or five seconds, during which there 
were frantic efforts on the part of the crowd to break away 
from the scene, after which about a dozen more shots were 
fired from the vicinity of the fracas, apparently in the 
direction of the speaker's stand, causing the wildest con- 
fusion and dismay, which was increased by the sudden 
ringing of the fire-alarm bells. A great number of shots 
were then made in return, right and left. Most of these 
thots were evidently fired in the air, with the design proba- 
bly to show that they were armed. All, both white and 
colored, dispersed in a panic, and also the gang of violent 
rowdies who were present evidently for the object of 
breaking up the meeting. In the melee, quite a number 
persons were more or less injured by bruises and slight 
shot wounds. One white man and one colored are report- 
ed killed, and another white man considered as fatally 
wounded in the head. All the occurrences at the meeting 
I was witness to, the horses in the carriage in which I was 
seated, standing in a position to the right of the speaker s 
stand, at the crossing of the sidewalk, took fright, and 
fan 38 into the space first made vacant opposite the 
and, ran up Government street, toward the camp. Not 
to leave the scene till the result should be some- 

what known, I leaped to the ground a few steps from the 
speaker’s stand, and made my way back, despite the panic- 
stricken populace. Observing that all had fled thero- 
from, I turned and walked rapidly toward the camp, the 
streets near at hand resounding with the discharge of 
small fire-arms, and the alarm-bells still ringing. On 
the second block from the scene I* met the carriage re- 
turning, as the horses had become again manageable, and 
proceeded thence with great dispatch for the troops in 
camp, one and a half miles distant, who were held in readi- 
hess by the officers in camp, who had heard the firing 
The officers from other stations, on duty at the post as 
members of a general court-martial, promptly reported for 


duty with the command. While it was being brought to 


ue scene in the double-quick step this movement was 
sided by two street cars, obeying with alacrity orders to 








that effect. The troops being posted, the citizens found 
in the street were ordered to retire to their places of res- 
idence, which order they complied with. In the execu- 
tion of all these orders, much credit is due to the officers 


of the court-martial above-mentioned. A few occasional 
shots were heard thereafter in streets, more or less Gis- 
tant, occasioned probably more alarm than otherwise. 


The Hon. Mr. Kelley and his friends were found safely 
returned to their rooms at the Battle House. His Hon. 
the Mayor, J. M. Withers, residing nearly one mile and 
three quarters up Government street, was then summoned, 
and he ordered his Chief of Police to search for, arrest, and 
take to the city prison, David J. Tiles, the prime insti- 
gator and inciter of the riot. Three squads, of only 
eight men each, in charge of an officer, were retained on 
duty after midnight, and until the departure of Judge Kel- 
ley, at half-past one,'r. m., next day. Since the riot there 
has been considerable apprehension felt between the white 
and colored population, owing, in a measure, I am con- 
strained to believe, to the unfair and inflammatory tone 
of the newspaper articles for some time past, which to a 
dispassionate mind seem to pander to the morbid cravings 
of a discontented people, averse even to the repression ex- 
ercised by the impartial justice of the Mayor, J. M. 
Withers, who, I believe, is the only man in the city 
qualified by disposition to temper with proper discretion 
his official acts. Report was not made yesterday for the 
reason given in a letter. A public meeting was held at 4 P. 
m. yesterday, deprecating the odious outrage upon free 
speech, and the prejudice of the more judicious, composing 
the main portion of the people, who, though well disposed, 
fail nevertheless to repress and frown down the turbulent, 
who prowl about public places, and utter spiteful 
speeches and threatnings against the state of things irre- 
vocably settled by a war which most of them shirked. 
Should the excitement and apprehension not subside, it 
will be advisable to have a troop of cavalry stationed here, 
for the purpose of patroling, the city limits being so exten- 
sive, and the style of buildings, presenting grounds and 
enclosures, admirably adapted for sheltering the evil-mind- 
ed.

THE WAR ON THE PLATTE. 


HE Indian hostilities for 1867, which the peace- 
prophets have been so long pooh-poohing as 
chimerical and unlikely to happen, have now begun 
in earnest—not, indeed, in any formidable campaign- 
ing, for that the military topography of the region 
and the Indian strength forbid, but in a series of pet- 
ty shootings, scalpings and plunderings such as mark 
savage warfare. * “‘ At this moment there are fears,”’ 
says General SHERMAN, in explaining to his friends 
at St. Louis the sudden abandonment of his European 
pleasure tour, ‘‘ that the Indians may combine and do 
“infinite mischief; and we have daily calls for protec- 
“tion at a hundred places hundreds of miles from 
‘each other.” We are free to confess that, whil? 
sounding from the outset the note of warning, we do 
not now apprehend any difficulties on the plains of 
appalling character. But the temper of the savages 
is unmistakable; the dangers to the emigrant routes 
are equally positive ; and the very small military force 
we have, in proportion to the extent of the region in- 
vested, show that much blood must be shed, and many 
annoying ambushes suffered. Above all, the imperfect 
material which our officers have at command, owing 
to the want of experience of the troops in Indian 
fighting, and to the temptations and chances for de- 
sertion, make the outlook ominous. 

The recent maraudings reported are numerous. At 
Fort Sanders, Dakota, the scalped bodies of Sergeant 
CuEar and Mr. CLARK heve been brought in, and sev- 
eral other men are reported killed near Laramie Sta- 
tion, six miles from Fort Laramie. The Indians, who 
were about twenty-five strong, captured one hundred 
and fifty head of cattle, of which a.part were retaken 
by ranch-men, who started in pursuit. Two trains, 
one of them of nine wagons, were attacked, after 
leaving the North Platte, and the stock all stolen, but 
the freight left undisturbed. Sergeant MorGAN and 
two citizens were killed on Pole Creek, thirty-six miles 
from Fort Sedgwick, and three other men near Chey- 
enne Pass, A fight between the Sioux and some 
Pawnee scouts (of whom General Grepons has two 
hundred with him) is reported, ending in the repulse 
of the Sioux with one killed and five captured. Com- 
missioner Kinney and his party were attacked at 
Bridger’s Ferry, but Captain WILLIs pursued the In- 
dians, killed one of them, and retook the booty. Five 
white women are still held captive by the Cheyennes. 
The mail coach on the Smoky Hill route was fired 
into near “ Big Timber,” and again near Russell’s Sta- 
tion, and the former post was attacked three nights in 
succession. It is even said that a small party of 
troops, attempting to cross from Fort Cummings to 
Fort McKee, New Mexico, were driven back. Fort 
Kearney dispatches tell us, in a general way, that 
“* ranches are burned, stock stolen, and settlers mur- 
“‘dered daily.” Two bodies ot railroad employés 
were found on aranch near Cottonwood. Finally, the 
Indians captured twenty-five head of stock near 
Julesburgh last Monday, and attacked a coach, near 
by, at Fairview Station, which was lately burned : the 
horses and the contents of the coach were seized. 
"A general panic,” adds the account, ‘‘ exists on the 
bea plains.” 

Here, then, we have culled out and collated the 


route at pleasure, and there is 


able personal supervision of Generals SHERMAN, 


be accomplished: First, the stations on the Smoky 
Hill route will be strengthened beyond possibility of 
capture. Next, escorts will be sent with the mail- 
coaches ample to secure safe journeying. Finally, 
the railroad and its choppers and graders will be pro- 
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most trustworthy news of what the Indians have been 
doing during the last ten or fifteen days. It will be 
admitted that it is a pretty busy time for the “ poor 
‘* Indian,” and that the Denver papers are not over- 
credulous in asserting that the savages contemplate a 
general and ‘‘simultaneous attack along the Platte 
‘early in June.” Let us now look at the 
preparations. The Sioux, Cheyennes and Arrapahoes 
ate the three main tribes banded together, though 
many others are more or less engaged with them. 
They have an advantage in being able to infest the 
emigrant routes at pleasure, as it is hopeless, with 
our scattered garrisons and small force of cavalry, to 
drive them away and keep them away. They keep a 
sharp watch upon our manceuvres, and, mounted on 
fleet ponies, scout constantly. They are well armed, 
and, it is feared, have become used to the SPENCER 
carbines, which traders and Indian agents have sold 
them. They line the bluffs on both sides of the 
Platte, and burned ranches along the road attest their 
presence. 
Some interest and anxiety are centred in the famous 
“*Sporrep Tar.” and his band, who are in camp on 
the North Platte, in a reservation of two hundred 
miles square given to him by the Indian Commission- 
ers. This warrior, chief of the friendly Indians, tells 
Colonel CARRINGTON that the Indians haven’t begun 
yet, but, when their ponies get into travelling condi- 
tion, the fighting will come in earnest. It is said that 
his ponies ‘* are in splendid condition, and his young 
**men are on the war-path ; but he professes peace.”’ 
At all events, his wide camp is good enough protec- 
tion for hostile Indians. We are told that there is 
a ‘general scare along the route. Companies of in- 
‘*fantry protect the railroad graders, but the Indians 
“laugh at infantry.” ‘ 
On the other hand, our officers are now thoroughly 
aroused to vindicate their reputation for address and 
promptitude. Generals SHERMAN and AUGUR were 
lately at the scene of the Julesburg maraudings. 
General Smrrn and staff started for Fort Phil. 
Kearney, and by this time detachments from the 
Fourth, Twenty-seventh and Thirtieth Infantry must 
have reached the same point, while other detachments 
are along the route, guarding the stations and the rail- 
road employés: troops are also on the way to Forts 
Laramie and Kearney. Generals Smitu and CusTar 
have reached Fort Hayes with thirteen hundred cav- 
alry, having lost by desertion, it is said, three hun- 
dred men, with their horses and outfits, during the 
brief and uneventful campaign. So much for this 
sort of recruits. Fort Hayes has been reinforced by 
a colored infantry regiment: the fort is on the 
Smoky Hill route. Meanwhile, General MEAGHER, 
the Governor of Montana, has called out the volun- 
teers of the Territory, and has himself, it is rumored, 
taken the field at the head of a thousand men. Gov- 
ernor Hunt, of Denver, telegraphs to Secretary 
STANTON for authority to organize mounted volunteers 
for a ‘“‘campaign against the savages,” adding that 
three hundred friendly Utes will join in. His argu- 
ment is that, against the daily depredations on the 
borders, our army, being mostly infantry, is ‘‘ entirely 
‘* inadequate’ for the protection of settlers and the 
great thoroughfares. Mr. McCiure endorses this 
dispatch, adding that the Indians raid on the western 
**no pretence of ade- 
“quate military protection. Passengers and emi- 
** grants are wholly at the mercy of the Indians.” 
From this summary, both the preparations for hos- 
tilities and their progress hitherto will be manifest. 
We have little hesitation in saying that, under the

Tue researches of the Impeachment Committee 
which have-been rather intermittent of late, hay 
now, it is said, come to a full stop. It has been take, 
for granted that the labors of the committee have p. 
sulted in bringing forth nothing but a mouse, Th 
fact is, that something beside mistakes of judgment 
is required to justify so alarming a measure as the de. 
position of the Chief Magistrate of the county, 
Yet errors of judgment and incapacity are the wors 
faults now charged upon Mr. JOHNSON by any men- 
bers of this committee. We trust that the investi: 
tions of the committee will be published in full, for it 
is no idle and ephemeral affair to judicially attack the 
PRESIDENT of the Republic. We all wish to knoy 
just what was established by evidence before the con. 
mittee and what was refuted. No sensible and candid 
man, for instance, believes the horrible and absuri 
invention that Mr. JOHNSON was an accomplice of 
Boorn. But there are some sensible and candid ma 
who believe that in the matter of pardons, for in 
stance, the PRESIDENT’s course has been marked by 
carelessness. Now, the wildest stories are afloat, and 
are believed, on this subject. General BAKER is out 
with a book this Summer, in which he thus speaks of 
his arrest of Mrs. Coss : 

She became very much excited, and extremely abusive, declaring 
that she had obtained a great many pardons from the Presrpesr, ani 
she could continue to obtain them as longas she could find custom- 
ers ; she and the Parsrpent had a perfect understanding, and he dare 
not refuse to sign any paper she presented to him. I asked herhov 
many pardons she had procured. She said she could not tell, buts 
great many; she hed got three in a single day, and very indignantly 
claimed that she had as much right todo so as other brokers. | 
asked her who among her acquaintances were engagedin the buti- 
ness. She mentioned the name of Mrs. Exra B. Wasuiseros, 
and one of the Rebel colonels and others ; she said that Mrs. Wast- 
tncton had obtained ten pardons where she (Mrs. Coxs) had ob- 
tained one. 

Now, we put precious little credibility in such state- 
ments except when the facts bear them out. Bat it 
must be remembered that this sort of reading matter 
has an enormous circulation, is discussed and credited 
in farmhouse and workshop the country over, and 
makes public opinion. Moreover, the preceding state- 
ment has a rude- basis of fact, as we all know, making 
it the more plausible. Now, since no reasonable er- 
posure of the pardon brokerage at the White Hous 
has been given, one ought to be made by authority, 
that we may all know how much and how little there 
is in it, and that public opinion may be set aright. 
What is true of the pardon business is true of all the 
other subjects brought before the Impeachment Com- 
mittee. It is best for the Republic, and most just 
the reputation of Mr. Jounson, to have the story 
temperately set forth. The exposure wjll probably 
create a much-needed and desirable revulsion of pub- 
lic feeling in his favor, by comparison with the wild 
rumors so long current; and even his opponents 
regard many of his acts with less bitterness than be 
fore, ‘‘ more in sorrow than in anger.” 








Tuis year of grace, 1867, is the one set apart by 
Dr. Cumminas, we believe, for the end of the world, 
though a distinguished officer of the British Army 
has granted a reprieve of five or six years longe-. 
Whether we accept the date of saint or soldier for the 
end of all things human, we shall be puzzled by the 
non-appearance hitherto of that millennial age WiC 
we all believe, of course, is to usher in the world’s 
last day. Now, at this moment, thanks to the pr 
gress of civilization, the art of war is everywhere 12 
the ascendancy. Never in European history was 
science of destruction so eagerly and su al 
sued as at the opening of this last third of the 2° 
teenth century. We are not going to deny that 

will some day be beat into ploughshares and art 
into prunipg-hooks; but, if they are, it will 
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from their being the primitive weapons of uninventive 
eras. Indeed, we fancy the most economic use for 
swords and spears would be to convert them at once 
into the afore-named agricultural implements, since 
in these modern days of Monitors, 20-inch guns, and 
preech-loading rifles, they are as puerile as the Pe- 
quot’s war-club or the Chinese gong in battle. 

In breech-loading arms alone, England has her 
converted SNIDER-Enfield, France her CHASSEPOT, 
Prussia her needle-gun, Austria her WENDL, America 
her BERDAN-Springfield, and perhaps six or eight 
others, most of them deadlier even than the European 
arm, which NAPOLEON accounts ‘‘ frightful.” Swe- 
den adopts the American breech-loader, as she did 
the American Monitor ; Russia and some of the small- 
er European States are arming their troops with the 
most available patterns used by other countries. 
Even the Cretans in Candia, nay, the very Sioux on 
the plains, are getting breech-loading guns. So 
marches on the science of wholesale destruction. The 
rifle was an ‘arm of precision ;”’ the breech-loading 
rifle is an arm of massacre. 











Tag annual examinations at West Point and An- 
napolis are progressing in the most satisfactory man- 
ner. This year unusual interest has been manifest in 
both these academies, from the fact that the Military 
School is now to show the effect of the transfer from 
the charge of the Engineers to that of the War Bu- 
reau, and the Naval School can at length fairly repre- 
sent the progress it has made under the superintend- 
ence of Vice-Admiral Porter. We take pleasure in 
saying that, so far as can be judged, both institutions 
are in a more flourishing condition than ever before, 
and their promise of increased usefulness in the future 
was never so bright as now. From the accounts pub- 
lished in other columns of the JouRNAL our readers 
will, doubtless, share our impressions. The Academy 
at the Point is now passing its first year under the 
charge of an officer of the line; and General Prrcner 
has already shown himself admirably qualified for his 
post. Without disparagement to any of his skilful 
predecessors, the country may be congratulated that 
the cadets are under his superintendence. Of Ad- 
miral PorTer’s able management of the Naval 
School we have already spoken in high terms. His 
well-known professional training, wide experience, 
and aptitude for instruction, are supplemented by his 
untiring energy and power of work, and the very 
presence of an officer of such world-wide fame at the 
head of the Academy afford at oncé an example and 
a stimulus to the young midshipman. We shall feel 
justified, therefore, in expecting still greater success at 
both institutions in time to come. 
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Some time ago we got advices from Fort C. F. 
Smith (a month in reaching us), letting us know that 
that post had received but three mails in four months, 
and that the mail routes were infested by Indians. 
This week we get another letter from the same post— 
about ninety miles beyond Fort}Phil Kearny—dated 
April 27th. At that time, the Sioux and Cheyennes 
were still more suspiciously on the rampage. The 
road between the Fort and Fort Phil Kearny was 
substantially in possession of the hostile tribes, and 
one of our officers had been prevented for some time 
from reaching the latter. The only mode of commu- 
nication. with the outside world was through the friend- 
ly Crow Indians camped near the fort. These Indians 
at long intervals carried down letters to Fort Phil 


‘ Kearny, and sometimes took a roundabout vacation 


in their own camps, which was anything but favorable 
to prompt mail service. Some white mail agents at- 
tempting the route had been pursued, and suffered 
gteat privations. From the order of General AuGuR, 
elsewhere published, it will be seen that two sergeants 
of the Eighteenth Infantry are highly praised for 
their daring in opening communication with the same 
isolated post, amid perils of savages and of heavy 
snow, at a time when it was feared Fort C. F. Smith 
had fallen, nothing being heard from it for months. 








Tur London Times says that the Turkish slaves who 
Worked out the defences of Malta under Christian masters 
hever cut such scarps as those which tower over the entrance 
to the Solent above the Needles, and at Cliffe-end (two of the 
new British fortifications). Not only the sides but the decks 
of ships must be cased with triple iron to pass unscathed 
through the plunging fire from Needles Battery, Hather- 
Wood, Warden Port, and Cliffe-end. 





AFLOAT AND ASHORE, 


Dsan Caaruie:—Can you realize how many, many 
more miles separate us than there did when last I wrote 
you from my casemate on the shore of Long Island, the 
eve of my departure ? Thousands of miles of ocean, and 
countless hills, valleys, towns, and villages, we have tra- 
versed, and here I am writing in the heart of Scotland and 
in the shadow of Stirling Castle. We saw the forts and 
then the highlands around New York Harbor sink below 
the horizon without regret, for we knew that in afew 
months, God willing, we would return, and with an in- 
creased love of country. The Atlantic was crossed with- 
out incident, and when the coast of Ireland came in sight 
we gath in a group on deck to take our first look at 
the Old World. We were gliding swiftly by a rugged 
coast, where the waves broke high up the precipitous sides 
of jagged rocks, and fell back with seeming reluctance into 
spray. Beyond the rocks and checkered by a few culti- 
vated patches, rose rich, green slopes, rounded at the tops 
into hills, with here and there an old Danish watch-tower 
crowning the heights. Entering the harbor of Queens- 
town, we were landed from a tug, and made our way, fol- 
lowed by several beggars, to the railroad depot. Those 
beggars are droll people. Three young girls went with us, 
against our remonstrances, quite to the door, and then de- 
manded some pence for coming! It is hard to refuse them 
anything, particularly in the fresh enthusiasm of landing 
on their shores. Having an hour to spare before the train 


started, we visited the armor-clad Black Prince, that lay in | dred 


the harbor. The upper deck of this enormous man-of-war 
looks like a small prairie in extent, while the small num- 
ber of men on board gave her the appearance of being 
almost deserted. Her battery is very heavy, but there is 
an appearance of unwieldiness about the ship that did not 
impress me favorably. The Miantonomoh could mancuvre 
all around her while she would be turning, and even get 
under her guns. It is said the Black Prince does not steer 
well, and that she came near sinking in the Channel, but 
has been repaired since; at all events, among many people 
she hasa badmame. There is no mistake in saying that 
she is a splendid ship to look ‘at. Her crew is very small, 
barely sufficient to keep her in order. It would not sur- 
prise me were she to take in the British navy the same 
position as is occupied in ours by the North Carolina. 
From her decks we had a view of a large fort, about twice 
the size of Fortress Monroe. Besides this there are two 
other forts that guard the harbor of Queenstown. These, 
we were told, are ali being completed by convicts. Then, 
too, there were several large warehouses filled with army 
supplies, and below them lay the Prince of Wales’ steam 
yacht, which has been converted into a despatch boat. 

Riding in the cars along the river Lee, we noticed the 
old packet ship Patrick Henry, stripped of her rigging aid 
showing little evidence of the magnificence that twenty- 
five years ago made her so famous among American tour- 
ists. That which most impressed us was the extreme cul- 
tivation and beauty of the grounds and dwellings that lay 
along the banks; all indicating the highest civilization 
and contrasting oddly with the singular martello towers 
placed at intervals on the shore, each bearing at its top a 
single huge siege gun en barbette, pointing, I suppose, at 
imaginary Fenians. No men were visible on or around 
these towers, and I think the guns stand guard them- 
selves. Aboutan hour after leaving Queenstown we arrived 
at Cork, and there first saw the British soldier in the full 
blaze of his splendid uniform. In Great Britain they have 
the right idea about equipping their soldiers. Pride and 
self-esteem, cultivated by a proper attent‘on to dress, cer- 
tainly tend to make good soldiers, while a man who is 
ashamed of his uniform is not long in becoming ashamed 
of his country. The shabby dress of the Mexican soldiery 
is a good illustration of this fact.. Was it not Wellington 
who said “that the more of a dandy you made a man the 
better soldier he became ?” 

The morning after our arrival we drove in a cab a short 
distance out of town to visit Castle Blarney, the ruins of 
which are on the grounds of Sir G. Colhurst, M. P. Of 
the more modern building which was erected against the 
castle, nothing remains save the walls. The “keep,” or 
stronghold, is, though roofless, still well preserved, one of 
its rooms being used as a powder magazine, a custom in 
this kingdom that has resulted in the destruction of several 
ancient and interesting structures. The old woman who 
showed us in, pointed out a piece of stone cornice lying on 
the ground floor as the Blarney stone; but we, knowing 
better, ascended the winding steps to the battlements in 
search of the Simon pure article. Tourists are cautioned 
against kissing it, as it is said to be “ mostly inaccessible,” 
whatever that may mean. Projecting from the main 
building near its top, are small buttresses supporting an 
outside crenellated wall, parallel to, and distant three or 
four feet from, the building. Between this outer wall and 
the inner or main one, and broken only by the buttresses, 
is an open space down which you can look 180 feet, to the 
ground below. It was through these spaces that the 
garrison dropped stones on the heads of the besiegers, and 
poured molten lead on the necks of Cromwell’s pious 
soldiers as they industriously worked to get in below. In 
one of these spaces, and the bottom stone of that portion 
of the outer wall in which it is imbedded, is the Blarney 
stone, with this inscription on its outer face, which, from 
its position, I could not see: “ Cormack MacCarthy, Fortis mi 
Jiort fecit 1446.” The stone has been loosened and deeply 
worn by the feet of pilgrims ambitious to touch it and be- 
come inspired with its influence. To keep it in its position, 
two large iron stirrups have been passed around it and se- 
cured by screws and nuts to two flat horizontal bars which 
tie in the crenelle above it. Though not believing that an 
artillery officer of the American Army stood much in need 
of it, 1 had made up my mind to kiss the Blarney stone 
since I had come so far to see it, and, without having a 
boundless faith in its virtues, I felt that my duty to the 
regiment required me to enter a preemption title to what- 
ever benefits might possibly accrue from such an awkward, 
not to say ridiculous, performance. This is the way it was 
done. Reaching over the open space, and taking hold of 
one of the iron bars with my left hand, I placed my left foot 
on the stone, and my right toe ina chink below the edge 
of the main wall, on the top of which rested my right hand.

The ladies stood by uttering exclamations of alarm and 
dissuasion, but whether at the prospect of my falling or 
fearful of an increased power of flattery on my part I 
cannot say. The feat isnot a difficult one, but no doubt 
most tourists who go there after wand about the ruins 
and climbing the sleps are somewhat . Besides it 
requires great care in walking about on the top of the 
battlements, for the roof having fallen in there is nothing 
but a low screen of ivy to prevent you falling down to the 
floor of the third story of the castle in case your foct 
slips. All this tends to increase one’s nervousness. The 
old woman told me that it was the custom to kiss the ladies 
after the Blarney-stone. I consulted my little wife on that 
point while coming down the dark winding stair, and I 
found it was not only the most interesting but decidedly 
the warmest and most refreshing part of the ceremony. 
Leaving Cork we went by rail to Killarney, and passed a 
day on its beautiful lakes, and in riding over the magnifi- 
cont hills that surround them. The ruins of Muckross 
Abbey, with its cloisters as perfect as they were six hun- 

years ago, when the monks meditated there, stand in 
the grove near the lake. I found this place so interesting 
that I returned there again, and rambled among the tombs 
that, filling every foot of ground in the yard, crypt, nave 
and chancel, bear dates from the twelfth century down to 
1865.

It has been almost entirely 
cut off from communication with the civilized world during 
the past Winter by large bands of Sioux and Cheyennes 
camped near the road leading to Fort Philip Kearny. At 
one time it was one hundred and eighteen days without 
receiving a mail, and the mails are now carried by Crow 
Indian couriers. 

It is thought that the present garrison of two companies 
of the Twenty-seventh U. 8. Infantry will be relieved and 
sent to build a new post on the Yellowstone River. 

Game of all kirds, from buffaloes and grizzlies to wolves 
and prairie dogs, is abundant, and the trout in the streams 
cannot be excelled, some of them weighing three or four 
pounds. 


Pursuant to authority from the War Department, the 
same allowance of fuel will be issued at=the posts of Forts 
Hamilton, Schuyler, Porter, and Ontario, for the month of 














May, as is allowed in regulations for the month of April.

An Ionorant ap Irascrsie Criric.—Of late a reporter of the 
Brooklyn Union seems desirous of obtaining a reputation as a military 
critic, although from several of the articles which he has published 
he has excited the ridicule, rather than the respect, of all those mili- 
tary men whose good opinion is to be desired. Last week we received 
from a correspondent a letter in which this reporter was very 
severely handled for some incorrect criticisms which he made on 
the last field day of the Thirteenth regiment. Supposing that these 
mistakes which the Union had made were the result of inadvertency 
and not of ignorance we did not publish the entire letter, although 
we pointed out some of the errors complained of, remember- 
ing that “‘a word to the wise was enough.” It now appears, 
however, that these mistakes were the results of the grossest igno- 
rance, as well as of an immense amount of effrontery and conceit. 

But let us look more closely at what the would-be critic says. 
Here is a paragraph which, although not very long, shows a very 
thorough and comprehensive ignorance of some of the simplest 
things in the regulations and tactics. 


_ Their (the Jovrnnat’s) correspondent is acute in drawing conclu- 
sions—so he thinks—in attributing to our criticism ‘* theoretical 
rather than practical knowledge of the tactics;’’ and he bases his 
conclusion upon this: “The Union objects to the guard passing in 
review in quick time.”” The Union did not object to it. It madea 
mere allusion to that departure from the regulations, and immedi- 
ately added that that departure was perhaps designed. We will now 
say that it is seldom practiced in the posts in the Regular Army ; but 
Volunteers during the late war did, and Militia do now, often pass in 
review in quick time from ignorance. It might have been so in the 
case of the Thirteenth and it might not. We did not assume to say 
it was, but merely alluded to the fact. We have witnessed a great 
many guard-mounts by the Regulars, and never saw them depart 
from the common time when passing in review. There they never 
amend the regulations. If they have not time to review the guard in 
eee style of the review, they march the guard off by the flank to its 
post. 


We doubt if this “ critic” will ever recover from the ridicule which 
will be heaped upon him by military men for printing such glaring 
absurdities under the guise of truth. Whatever any paper may say 
on the subject, there is nothing in the regulations or tactics which 
would allow a guard to be marched in review in common time, and 
such a thing is unheard of in any properly drilled regiment of Volun- 
teers, much less Regulars. Paragraph 108 of the first volume of 
Casey’s Tactics provides that **common time will be employed only 
in the first and second parts of the school of the soldier,” and it 
therefore follows that whenever the cadence in which a movement— 
not in the school of the soldier—is to be executed is not specially 
mentioned quick time is universally meant. This rule is also ob- 
served in the regulations, and we consequently find in them that 
when common time is to be used it is expressly so specified. The 
Union does not appear to be aware that the review of a battalion of In- 
fantry and the review of a guard are two distinct ceremonies. Oom- 
mon time is every day becoming more and more obsolete, except for 
funerals. At West Point last Saturday the corps of cadets, when 
reviewed by the Board of Visitors, passed in quick and double quick 
time, and entirely omitted to use that common time with which the 
Rip Van Winkle of the Union seems so infatuated. 

The Union’s reporter does not even appear to know the difference 
between the regulations and tactics, as will be seen from the foi- 
lowing : 

The correspondent of the Journat says: ‘ Paragraphs 1,618 and 
1,594 must have been left out of his (the Union critic’s) copy.”” These 
paragraphs are taken from the State adopted nine years 
ago !—before the war—which is practically halfa century ago. That 
correspondent must be quite an old fogy. Now, there isan order 
from headquarters at Albany supplanting these old State Kegula- 
tions, and prescribing that used by the U. 8. Army-—Oasey’s. 


What deplorable ignorance this evinces! General Casey is not 
the author of any regulations, but of a system of tactics ; and nobody 
but this reporter ever thought that the regulations and tactics were 
the same thing. The State Regulations to which our correspondent 
alluded are as much in force now as ever, and have not been sup- 
planted, inasmuch as copies of these same regulations are now 
issued from Headquarters at Albany to such regiments as require 
them. Those of our readers who saw the original criticism of the 
Union will perhaps remember how firmly it insisted upon the regu- 
lations being complied with, and yet it now claims that these regula- 
tions have been supplanted. When was the order issued? During 
the interval which elapsed between the issues of the Union containing 
the original criticism complained of and our reply? Alas, how some 
people will squirm when they are shown to be in the wrong. 

Considerable space is also devoted to showing that, in placing 
Private Snodgrass, who was peddling peanuts, among the distin- 
guished military men present, the Union was administering a rebuke 
to us, and at the same time paying a proper respect to the rank and 
file of the fighting army. Theattempt, however, is too ridiculous and 
puerile for further mention. 
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In closing his article, the writer in the Union, evidently not satisfied 
with the impression he has made, talks about ‘‘ comparing muster 
rolls” with us to show that his practical knowledge is equal to ours ! 
As to the first point, we have the honor to inform him that we held 
our position in the Army by virtue of commissions signed by the 
President of the United States, and consequently have no muster 
Tolls to show, these being only used in the ease of officers when they 
are commissioned by Governors of States. This discussion of 
services, however, is not at all relevant, for a stack of muster rolls 4 
mile high could not prove the practical knowledge of a person who 
thinks that General Casey wrote the Regulations, and that guards 
pass in review in common time. 

The following extracts from a letter of Major-General Silas Casey, 
which we received about the middle of last month, will show that our 
remarks on the movements of the National Guard have met the ap- 
Proval of the author of the prescribed system of United States 
tactics. The letter was not intended for publication, and we .there- 
fore make extracts. 


General Casey says: ‘‘The criticisms made in your paper on the 
drills of the Volunteer regiments are generally, so far as I have 
noticed them, very correct and proper, and designed to be promotive 
of much good.” And again, at the close of the letter, “‘ Trusting 
that you will continue your very useful criticism, believe me,”’ etc. 
This is certainly warm commendation, especially considering the 
very high source from which it comes. It is moreover entirely un- 
solicited, as it was embodied in a letter requesting us to change the 
address of the General’s paper. 

We should be very happy tohave the Union reprint this article, as 
it did its predecessor. 


Fretv Dar, Tatrp Baroape.—On last Wednesday the regiments 
of the Third brigade assembled in Tompkins square for the purpose 
of review and exercise in the school of the brigade. The regiments 
composing the brigade are the First, Seventh, Eighth, Ninth, Thirty- 
seventh and Fifty-fifth, and it is therefore one of the finest brigades 
in the State or country. As ground would not admit of deploying 
the brigade line, the review took place according to the provisions of 
General Oriers No. 5 from headquarters First division. Major- 
General Alexander Shaler was the reviewing officer, and was accom- 
panied by four of the members of his staff. Brigadier-General J. M. 
Varian, the brigade commander, and his staff were in full dress uni- 
form, and also wore the chapeau and feathers, making a very hand- 
some appearance. The following is the strength of the regiments: 
First regiment, Colonel Rush Hawkins, eight companies, fifteen 
files; Seventh regiment, ten companies, twenty-two files; Eighth 
regiment, ten companies, eighteen files; Ninth regiment, ten com- 
panies, seventeen files; Thirty-seventh regiment, eight companies, 
fifteen files; Fifty-fifth regiment, eight companies, fourteen files. 

The review was a very good one, and the regiments made a very 
handsome appearance. The Seventh regiment wore the fatigue 
uniform, and the Fifty-fifth, therefore, was the only regiment in full 
uniform. The field and staff officers of this regiment were mounted 
for the first time in over ten years. All things considered, we think 
the Third brigade never presented a better appearance than on the 
occasion of their field day. 


The neat, uniform and soldierly bearing of the First regiment 
attracted considerable attention. The Seventh looked very well, but 
we expected to have seen more men in the ranks. The Eighth made 
& very good appearance, their white belts showing off nicely on the 
gray uniforms. The Ninth looked as bright as ever, and the 
Thirty-seventh does not appear to be suffering if its Colonel is in 
trouble. The Fifty-fifth regiment made a good appearance, and is 
evidently improving. After passing the reviewing officer, the regi- 
ments were not closed in mass promptly, and consequently there 
was considerable delay in reforming the line. At the close of the 
review, the brigade was formed in line on the four sides of the square, 
and was exercised in the firings, caps only being used. This wasa 
good idea, as it saves expense and avoids noise and danger. Some of 
the regiments fired very well, and some poorly, but we shall not say 
which excelled, and which did not, for fear of doing injustice, as we 
did not succeed in getting a good point of observation. 

After the firing, the regiments were closed in mass and exercised in 
the movements laid down in the third volume of Casey’s tactics, 
General Varian handled his command very skilfully, and the drill og 
the brigade was a very good one. Now thatthe Fourth and Third 
brigades have been successfully drilled in Tompkins equare, we think 
that all the advocates of drills at East New York should be convinced 
that it is not necessary to cross the river to find a brigade drill ground. 
During the entire drill the sun shone with scorching bmiliancy, this 
being the only unpleasant circumstance connected with the day. 
After the drill, the brigade marched through Eighth street to Fourth 
avenue, down Fourth avenue to Bowery, Broome street and Broad- 
way, and thence to Fourteenth street, where the parade was dis- 
missed. We think we can safely say that this field day of the Third 
Brigade was throughout the best one of the kind which has taken 
place in New York for a very lorg time. 


Exreverts Baroaps.—A field day of this command was held at the 
new parade ground in Flatbush, Brooklyn, on Tuesday, the 4th inst. 
This is the first occasion on which this ground has been used for 
military purposes, and as it needed rolling, and the grass was uncut 
it was not in as good condition for manceuvres as it will be hereafter. 
There is ample ground here to drill one brigade, and perhaps two» 
and the place can, moreover, be easily reached by the horse cars. 

The various organisations comprising this brigadé, vis.: The 
Twenty-third, Forty-seventh, Fifty-second and Fifty-sixth and a 
howitzer battery, arrived on the ground before noon, and spent some 
time in regimental and company érill. In asecordance with orders 
previously issued, the assembly was sounded on the bugle from head- 
quarters at quarter before two o’clock, and soon after the brigade 
line was formed by Major H. J. Foster, the Assistant Adjutant- 
General, and the command turned over to Colonel J. V. Meserole, of 
the Forty-seventh regiment. It seemed rather strange that when the 
regiments of a brigade were first formed tn line on the occasion of a 
field day, the command should be turned over to the senior Colonel 
when the Brigadier-General was present. We know this was done 
for the purpose of review, but we nevertheless do not think it should 
have been done. However, so it was, and, after a considerable delay, 
Brigadier-General Jesse C. Smith reviewed the battalion. While the 
General was passing down the line, the Twenty-third and Forty- 
seventh stood quite steady, and, as usual, the Fifty-second and Fifty- 
sixth did not. Wewere gied to see that the howitsers went into 
battery when the ranks were opened. As the General rode down the 
line he was accompanied by his full staff, as well as by his bugler and 
brigade flag bearer. The bugler and standard bearer should have 
remained at the stand of the reviewing officer. 

As the column passed in review before the General, the salutes 
were very poor, as hardly a line officer in the brigade saluted prop- 
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erly. Oaptain Elmendorf, of the Twenty-third, and Captain Rogers 
of the Forty-seventh, however, did appear to understand how to 
handle their sabres. The non-commissioned staff officers of the 
Captain Amoore’s Battery, when passing in review, very improperly 
presented sabres. They should have kept themat acarry. After Gen. 
Smith had reviewed the brigade he assumed command, and the col- 
umn was marched in review before Brigadier-General P. 8. Crooke, 
paying him the honor of a marching salute. General Orooke was 
accompanied by several of the members of his staff, and also Brevet 
Brigadier-General McNary. This latter gentleman took off his hat 
when the column was passing, as if he were the reviewing officer. 
This is wrong, and we noticed that General McNary did the same 
thing at the review of the Thirteenth regiment. Too much time 
was consumed in forming line, reviews, etc., and it was after three 
o’clock before the drill proper commenced. ‘The following is a list of 
the movements executed : 


1. in line of battle; 2. Pass in review—return 
to line and reviewing officer; 3. Advance in line of battle, 
halts and alignment; 4. Retreat in line of battle, halts and align- 
ments; 5. By the right of companies to the rear into column; 6. To 

distance close column; 7. Column forward, guide left—battery 


battery in column between first second battalions ; 10. 
Column forward, guide right, and half distance close column—spring 
rammers ; 11. Forward into line, battery on the left, as the battery 
and battalions arrive on the line they will successively commence 
firing by sections and companies ; 12. Retreat by alternate battalions 
(the and even battalions will fire while the odd battalions re- 
treat, and odd battalions will fire by battalions and wing as soon as 
the even battalions pass the line in retreat); 13. Reform the line of 


battery to the rear; 14. To form square, echelons by battalion 
at fifty paces ; on (first) battalion, left (or right) wing in tent, form 
t battalion, and right 


echelons, a in sections on left flank of 
flank of second battalion ; 15. Form and reduce squares; 16. Reform 

line on fourth battalion ; 17. By left of companies to the rear into 

column, column forward, guide left, halt and align the column; 18. 
Right into line wheel; 19. Dress parade. 

In firing, the Twenty-third and Forty-seventh regiments excelled, 
and the howitzers were also well served and fired. The firing of the 
Fifty-second and Fifty-sixth was very poor. In retiring by alternate 
battalions, the Fifty-second regiment fired before the Fifty-sixth had 
passed in the rear of the line. As a general thing, the drill was a 
slow one, as too much time elapsed between the movements, and 
consequently all the list we have given above was not gone through 
with as the time allowed was not enough. As there was no whiskey 
allowed to be sold on the ground, there was very little drunkenness, 
and good order was preserved. The drill was witnessed by a large 
number of the citizens of Brooklyn, and there were quite a number 
of private equipages on the ground. 

The Eleventh Brigade is a very fine command, containing, as it 
does, the best two regiments in the Second Division; but we do not 
believe it is advisable to take so many men away from their busines, 
for a whole day for a brigade drill of two hours duration. One of 
the incidents of the day was a little trouble which occurred in the 
drum corps of the Twenty-third regiment. Drum-Major Bruce, 
however, with the assistance of Adjutant Hunter, soon put a stop to 
the trouble by tearing off the drummer’s chevrons (he was a corporal) 
and taking away his drum sticks. Drummers are apt to be undisci- 
plined, and we are glad to see that the Drum-Major of the Twenty- 
third commands his corps. 


Tarrp Reoment.—Brevet Brigadier-General Bendix has issued 
the following order. The following rules and regulations will be 
strictly observed by this command :

Saturday, from 7} to 84 Pp. u. 


The regular monthly meetings of the board of officers will be held 
every first Monday evening in the;month, at 8 o’clock. Command- 
ants of companies will be held personally responsible for any damage 
done to the armory at drills and meetings, or any other unsoldierly 
conduct while on duty. The armorer is instructed to keep everything 
in good order (under the supervision of the armory committee), and 
report immediately to these headquarters any violations of the above 
rules. According to law, every member is on duty while going to 
and from parades, drills or meetings, and will be punished accord- 
ingly. Commandants of companies may suspend the drills during 
the months of July and August. 


Twauirra Reoment.—An election was held in Company G, Twelfth 
regiment, June 4th, Colonel John Ward presiding. First Lieutenant 
Charles I. McGowan was elected Captain, vice Gilon, promoted 
Brigade Major, First brigade. First Sergeant Richard E. Jones was 
elected First Lieutenant, vice McGowan, promoted. William H. 
Kirby, Jr., Company A, was appointed Quartermaster-Sergeant, vice 
Hill, deceased. 

The newly appointed Adjutant of this regiment, Lieutenant Wil- 
liam H. Murphy, joined the regiment as a private in Company A, in 
1861, when the regiment was first ordered to the field under Colonel, 
and now General, Butterfield. He served with his regiment at Wash- 
ington, in Western Virginia, Hagerstown, Martinsburg- Charlestown 
and Harpers Ferry, and in Pennsylvania in 1863. He was appointed 
Sergeant-Major in July, 1863, when the regiment was called out to 
suppress the riots then going on in this city, and filled this position 
with ability until May 18, 1867, when he was appointed Adjutant of 
the regiment.

Sworp Exercise.—As Captain O’Rourke conceives that injustice 
has been done him by some recent paragraphs in the Jovanat, we 
publish the following letter from him received by us this week. If 
satisfactory arrangements can be made for the trial, well and good. 
We do not, however, propose to devote any more of our space to the 
discussion of the preliminaries. 

Nzw Yorx, May 25, 1867, 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal. 

Srk:—A paragraph appeared in your paper of the 11th instant, in 
which my name was mentioned in connection with that of a Mr. La 
Rue (or De Rue?). Inthe concluding sentence of the ph re- 
ferred to you say: ‘* Weshould be glad to hear from teams La Rue 
and O’Rourke on‘this subject.” I handed in my reply during the 
forenoon of the following Wednesday, 15th inst., but you failed to 
publish it in your next issue. 

In your paper of this date I find that in again alluding to the sub- 
ject you make two statements which are calculated to place me in a 
false position. First, You easy, *‘ We see no reason tor any 
amount of money on the trial of skill we proposed, as it is for the 
purpose of informing the officers of the National Guard as to the rel- 
ative merits of the two instructors.’’ 

I did aot poepere to stake any amount of money on the trial of 
skill with Mr. De Rue, as you will perceive on referring to the fol- 
lowing sentence in my challenge. ‘To facilitate matters, J shall 
waive the question of money, and will accommodate Mr. De Rue as far 
as to meet him in this trial of skill at once.” 

Second, You say you are authorized by Captain De Rue to state 
that he is willing to try his skill as a swordsman with Captain 
O’Rourke, with foils or iron broadswords, but objects to wooden 
swords as not being the weapon of a fencer or swordsman. 

I did not propose to use wooden swords. My challenge contains 
the following sentence: ‘‘ On the completion of the above part of the 
trial, Mr. De Rue and myself shall appear, without masks, pads, or 
gloves, armed with swords (made expressly for the purpose) which 
shall correspond in length, weight, and general outline to the regu- 
lation sword for line officers of infantry.” 

Captain De Rue’s proposition, ‘‘to make three assaults upon each 
other with foils and three with iron broadswords,”’ is not an anawr 
to my challenge. Captain De Rue should be aware that officers do 
not carry either foils or broadswords, and that it would be quite as 
sensible to instruct them in the use of the drum-major’s baton as it 
would to instruct them in mere stage fencing, which ¢an never, under 
any possible circumstances, be of practicable benefit to them. fy 
long as the sword is the recognized weapon for officers, so long should 
they be instructed in its proper uses; but so far as the officers of the 
National Guard are concerned, I believe the most essential instruc- 
tion for them is a proper knowledge of the manual. This can never 
be attained by using the foil, while its use involvesan unnecessary 
outlay on the part ot officers. The aim of all who desire to promote 
the efficiency of the service should be to ascertain, if possible, which 
system is the most simple, the most practical and the best. It was 
with a view of bringing about & consummation so desirable thatI 
penned my challenge, and with the same view I am willing to 
waive any minor point contained therein, and to meet any man in 
the United States. * Marruew J. O’Rovaxg, 

Late Captain, and Instructor of Sword Exercise, First Army Corps. 

P. 8. My attention has been called to another statement, in answer 
to a correspondent, contained in the last issue of your paper. You 
say, ** There is no such position in the Regular Army as Captain 
and Instructor of Sword Exercise. We donot know whether Cap- 
tain O’Rourke has been in the Volunteer service or not.’’

In all official documents I was addressed as such in- 
structor, and all my official reports, etc., were signed in the same 
manner. In doing thisI simply conformed to a custom that has 
long existed in the Regular Army. ‘‘Commandants of Cadets” at 
West Point, and all officers similarly assigned to ay | do the same. 
If an Army officer was acting as private secretary to the President be 
would add that sentence after his Army grade, although “‘ there is no 
such position in the Regular Army.” Other instances might be 
cited, but I presume the above will be sufficient.

MASS ACHUSETTS. 


Tax Annual May Insprcrions.—The annual May inspections 
took place on the 29th ult., and the weather was all that could be 
desired. It was cloudy and cool. But very little rain fell. This 
was very fortunate, as it enabled most of the organizations to show 
themselves in the streets and give opportunity to the public to see, 
criticise and judge for themselves what the Militia of this State is at 
present. Notwithstanding the space which has been given up to 
these inspections, we have been compelled to defer an account of 


several of them. 

Finst Compaxy Capers, Boston.—This company made a parade 
st 3P.M., with some fifty guns and accompanied by Brown’s band, 
inanew uniform. The men wore knapsacks. Lieutenant-Colonel 
0. 0. Holmes was in command. After a march through some of the 
principal streets, the company proceeded to the Public Garden, and 
were inspected on the Beacon street mall. It is hardly necessary to 
add that they appeared and marched finely, and went through the 
inspection to the very letter of the Regulations. 


Sxconp Company Oapets, Satem.—This company, with fifty- 
seven men, left their armory on Newbury street early in the forenoon 
and proceeded to North Beverly, where tents were pitched on the 
sores of Wenham Pond. Major Browne was in command. The 
Beverly Brass Band, in a new gray uniform, was with the company. 
The corps was inspected by the Major at 11 a. m., and at 3} P. M. 
was reviewed by Colonel J. A. Dalton, late Fortieth Volunteer In- 
fantry, and a former commander of the cadets. Tents were struck 
at 5p. M., and a dress parade in front of the armory closed the day’s 
proceedings. 

Naxrvckcet.—The Eighty-third unattached company infantry, 
Captain Summerhays, paraded with some forty men, and proceeded 
to the fair grounds for inspection and drill. The company is fully 
uniformed and equipped, and appeared creditably for a new organiza- 
tion. The Eighty-third is not brigaded. 

Fist Bricape—Fiast Licnt Battery, Boston.—This battery 
mustered for inspection at 7}; Pr. m., at the armory on Cooper street. 
Fifty-five men present in uniform. Oaptain Lucius Cummings was 
incommand. Immediately after inspection the company had a bat- 
tery drill with four guns and limbers—all that could be handled on 
the drill room floor. The drill lasted until 11 o’clock, when the men 
were marched to the assembly room and partook of a clam chowder. 
The battery is rapidly recruiting, and has already some one hundred 
names on the roll book. The following are the non-commissioned 
officers: Orderly Sergeant, Ira C. Foster ; Quartermaster-Sergeant, 
Edwin L. Burnett ; Sergeants, Benj.

Harn, George W. Lindergreen, Theodore L. Gibbs, Martin V. Drury. 


Szcrion Ligut Antitiery, NortHamPpton.—This section was not 
inspected. No guns, uniforms or equipments have yet been issued to 
the company ; and, from what we can learn, there is a strong proba- 
bility that mone will be put in their charge. The selectmen of the 
town will not provide a suitable place for an armory, and the com- 
manding officer of the battery is not considered qualified for an artil- 
lery officer. There are fifty-two men on the rolis of this organization, 
which should be made into an infantry company. 


First Battarion or CavaLey, Boston.—The battalion companies 
were out all day. In the morning, Company A, Captain Sanborn, 
vith the Chelsea Brass Band, had a company drill upon the parade 
ground of the Common. The corps dined in the armory on Sudbury 
street. Company B, Captain Freeman, and Company C, Captain 
Hill, with Bond’s band, proeeeded to Medford for drill. Company D, 
Captain Curtis, with the Atlantic Band, paraded in Roxbury, and 
dined at their armory in Bacon’s Block, Washington Street. The 
officers of this company wear chapeau hats. 

In the afternoon, between 4 and 5 o’clock, the several companies 
assembled upon the parade ground of the Common and were drilled 
in the school of the battalion. Major Slade was in command. The 
cavalry occupied the drill ground previously held by the Second 
battery, the battery leaving the ground soon after the cavalry arrived. 
The battalion numbered a little over 250 sabres. Many spectators 
vitnessed the drill. The First claims to be the best body of Militia 
cavalry in the United States. It is certainly the pride of Bostonians. 


Szconp Licut Bartrery.—This company, on Wednesday, the 
29th, at about 8% a. m., left their armory, with their six 10-pounder 
Parrotts, with caissons, each carriage drawn by four horses, for the 
purpose of making the May inspection required by law. After a 
thort march, the battery proceeded to the Agricultural Fair Grounds, 
where the line was formed for inspection. Previous to inspection a 
photograph of the company was taken, with officers and men at their 
posts, and, later in the day, the officers were photographed in a 
group, mounted: All the officers were present at inspection, viz., 
Captain Baxter, commanding, two staff and four line officers, and 
about 100 men—in all about 110. Individually, the men looked well, 
and their uniforms were neat and in good condition. One man only 
had forgotten his belt, or had hidden it under his jacket. The omis- 
sion might not have attracted notice had he not been near the head 
of thecolumn. It cannot be denied, however, that many of the men 
tre sadly in need of thorough instruction in the ‘‘ school of the sol- 
diet.” The officers were generally well mounted, and the battery 
very fairly horsed. The carriages and harness showed that good care 
had been taken of them. Of the drivers we will speak in connection 
With the drill in the afternoon. The battery returned to the armory 
noon, dined and fed the horses, and started for the Common. On 
the march the distances were kept pretty well closed, but not always 
2a judicious manner, the drivers often trotting to close up when a 
litle more attention to the movements of the carriages next in front 
of them would often have obviated the necessity for it. The fault of 
‘eognizing their friends in a marked manner was committed by many 
ithe men. We know the temptation is strong, especially to a 
‘thoneer who has no guide to watch or musket to handle, but the 
Young men of this battery will find that old soldiers will respect them 
*ven should they decidedly cut them when on duty. Further than 
‘tat, they had a very good example set them by their commander, 
vho was as steadily attentive to the business in hand as if the streets 
tad been empty—perhaps more so. Passing the City Hall and the 

House, the battery reached the Common, and, after a short

itself justice. The principal movements were the march in column 
and in line, with formations from one to the other, countermarch 
and about, in column and in line, passage of carriages in line, and 
formations into battery, front and rear. An advance in column can- 
not well be otherwise than good if the drivers are competent to drive 
@ pair of horses. The tendency of the pivot carriage drivers to trot 
their horses when wheeling was noticeable, apparently caused by the 
action of the flank drivers, who should be the only ones to increase 
the gait. The chiefs of the pivot pieces should be watehful on this 
point. A word as tothe drivers: The handling of the horses and 
the seats of some of them were very good, and showed that they were 
veterans. Many of them, however, had their stirrup-straps too 
short, and rode with their toes turned out, points which some of the 
chiefs of pieces would also do well to attend to. 

Of the mancuvres exercised our space will not allow us to speak in 
detail. The firings were very good, and evinced thorough drilling in 
the manual of the piece, and a coolness and steadiness on the part of 
the cannonneers highly creditable to them as well as to their instruct. 
ors. The firing by piece was rapid and in good time, that by section 
and by half battery quite as good, and in some instances that by 
battery was as good as it could be. 

Captain Baxter’s handling of the battery was very good, and shows 
him to be acapable and energetic officer; he rode a very fine horse, 
between which and himself there appeared to bea perfect under- 
standing. 

The Adjutant was not as active as he might have been and as we 
have known him to be on other occasions; perhaps the fault lay with 
his horse, which seemed to be troublesome at times and clumsy. 

The chief of the centre section gave his orders in a clear and dis- 
tinct manner. The buglers appeared to be incompetent. 

The deportment of the men while on the Common was generally 
creditable to the company, although there were a few crooked sticks, 
which the company could very well do without. 

Leaving the Common about 4}; o’clock the battery returned to the 
armory, where it was dismissed. 


Secosp BattTaLion or Inranrry (CoLorep).—Company A, of 
Boston, and Company B, of New Bedford, met at Mansfield on the 
line of the Providence railroad. Both companies turned out the 
full maximum number allowed by law. Major Gaul was in command, 
and Adjutant Smith was also present. We saw Company A, Captain 
Watkins, about 7 o’clock Pp. m., on their return from Mansfield, and 
better marching or a better military appearance, was not made by 
any other single company that we saw. If Company B was in as 
good condition as Company A, we can well imagine that the battalion 
is no discredit to the State Militia. Edward’s band (colored) was 
with Company A. 


Eients Reorment IxrantRry, Lyyn.—At an election held on the 
22d ult., Second-Lieutenant Sidney B. Rowell, of South Danvers, 
was elected captain of Company K of this regiment, vice Glidden 
resigned; George L. Goss, of Salem, was elected first lieuten” 
ant, vice Leonard resigned; and Charles H. Phippen was elected 
second-lieutenant, vice Rowell, promoted. The following is an ex- 
tract from a letter of an officer of this regiment : 


The companies of the regiment, although on the same line of rail- 
road, are much scattered, making it very inconvenient to have them 
together often. The two companies at Newburyport are twenty-five 
miles east of Lynn, on the main road, one company is at Gloucester, 
on a branch road, twenty miles east, and one company at Marblehead, 
on @ branch ten miles east. The companies at Salem and Beverly 
are not quite so far away, being respectively five and eight miles dis- 
tant, but are far enough to prevent their meeting as often as is de- 
sirable. In the amendments to the Militia Law recently passed, 


there is a provision for two drills of the commissioned and non-com 
missioned officers of the regiment, for which they receive five cents 
per mile for travel instead of pay proper (the number of miles paid 
for, however, not to exceed forty), which greatly benefits the ‘‘ coun- 
try regiments,”’ by allowing the regiment, or rather the skeleton of 
it, to come together twice in each year, besides the annual encamp- 
ment in the fall. This encampment, by the way, has ‘been extended 
from three to five days, while the monthly drills of four to six hours 
each have been abolished. There are different opinions in regard to 
this change: the officers of “scattered”? regiments being almost 
unanimous in favor of the change. Time alone will show who are 
in the right. 

Company K, Fiesr Reoimenr Infantry, Bostox.—This corps 
(Lincoln Guard) gave an exhibition drill in the company’s fine 
armory, corner Broadway and A street, on Monday evening, May 
27th. Some thirty men were present, and Captain Moses E. Bigelow 
wasincommand. A large number of spectators witnessed the drill, 
among whom we noticed Brigadier-General Burrell and members of 
his staff. The drill was well conducted, and, as a general thing, the 
movements and practice in the manual were executed with but few 
blemishes. The Captain gave his orders with spirit and a snap that 
was quite refreshing to hear, for so many officers appear to be afraid 
to hear their own voices. After the drill, members of the company 
displayed their efficiency in gymnastic feats, the corps having all the 
appurtenances of a gymnasium in the armory. By his executive 
ability, as well as knowledge of tactics; Captain Bigelow has brought 
his command up to its present high standard. We would advise 
officers of other organizations to pay a visit to the armory of Company 
K, and feel sure they would be well repaid for so doing. The com- 
pany drill every Monday night. 


SzventH Reciment InrantRry, Bostox.—The company inspections 
ordered by Colonel Handy, which took place last week at the regi- 
mental armory, were poorly attended. Many officers, as well as men, 
were absent. One redeeming feature was the inspection of Company 
E, on Thursday evening, May 23d. About thirty men were present. 
It was the best conducted inspection we have witnessed this Winter ; 
only four errors could be noticed. We would like to see a friendly 
trial of proficiency in drill between the present champion company of 
the Ninth Infantry, Companies C and K, First Infantry, and Company 
E, of the Seventh. Such a drill, properly conducted, would excite a 
great deal of interest among the military of Boston. Adjutant Eustis 
and Captain John Mack, Company H, have resigned. 


Boston Fusitezrs.—The committee who have had in charge the 
making of arrangements for the proposed trip to New York, June 
18th, 19th and 20th have reported to the company that it is advisable 
to abandon it for various reasons. The trip will consequently not be 
made. 

Taz New Muit1a Law.—This law went into effect Friday, May 
24th, on which day it was signed by the Governor. The Legislature 
have ordered 500 copies printed for distribution to the officers of the 
Militia.

Sranpazp Beazer.—When the reviewing officer passes down the 
ine and the command is at a shoulder the colors should not salut, 
him by “‘ dropping,” although they should at the * present” and 
when passing him in review. In marching on Broadway a regi- 
ment may have bayonets fixed or not, according to the taste o¢ 
the commanding officer. 
CoLoxzi.—When in camp the regiment should form for parade on 
the color line, and the companies in their respective streets. At dress 
parade the colonel takes his position in front of the centre of the 
line.
